3. All coins are guaranteed genuine. Attribution, date, condition 
and other descriptions are the opinion of the cataloguer, and no warran- 
ty is expressed or implied. Please note that an auction sale is not an 
approval sale. Lots examined prior to the sale and lots purchased by 
floor bidders (including bidders executing commission bids on behalf of 
other parties) may not be returned for any reason except lack of authen- 
ticity. All claims of misdescription and all claims of return, except claims 
regarding authenticity, must be made within 5 days of receipt of mater- 
ial. Any claim of lack of authenticity must be made in writing by the 
original purchaser immediately after discovery that an item is not 
authentic, and upon making such a claim the original purchaser must 
immediately return the lot to CNG in the same condition as at the time 
of the auction.

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The origin of the Etruscan people and the history of their remarkable 
central Italian state has given rise to much antiquarian speculation 
going back to classical times (cf. Varro and Claudius) and extending 
down to the present day. A non-Greek people, possibly immigrants 
from the East, the Etruscans spoke a language which appears to have 
been outside the main Indo-European group and may represent a 
chance survival of the prehistoric Mediterranean linguistic tradition. At 
the height of their power, in the 6th and 5th centuries BC, the Etruscans 
controlled an empire extending from the river Po to central Campania. 
Great quantities of Greek art objects were imported from the south, 
probably in exchange for metal, and Etruscan tombs have long been a 
rich source of antiquities.

This issue dates to the time of Pyrrhos’ intervention into the affairs of 
southern Italy on behalf of Tarentum, which felt threatened by the 
growing power of Rome. After initial successes Pyrrhos was distracted 
by events in Sicily and ultimately abandoned his Tarentine allies who 
were obliged to come to terms with the Romans. During this troubled 
episode Tarentum was forced to reduce the weight of its silver 
didrachms from 7.9 to 6.5 grams, but the gold staters continued to be 
struck on the Attic weight standard which had been universally adopt- 
ed because of the influence of the huge issues of Philip II.

Herakleia (modern Policoro) was a joint foundation of Tarentum and 
Thourioi in 433 BC. It was close to the site of the ancient city of Siris 
which had been destroyed soon after the middle of the 6th century. 
Later (after 387 BC) Herakleia became the seat of the general assembly 
of the Italiote Greeks. In 278 the Herakleians formed an alliance with 
Rome, though at the end of the century the city suffered a setback 
because of its support for Hannibal during the Second Punic War. This 
lovely didrachm-stater, or nomos, features the eponymous hero 
Herakles on reverse, whilst the obverse has an Athena head strongly 
reminiscent of the coinage of Thourioi.

Coinage of Metapontion 


Metapontion, called Metapontum by the Romans, was an Achaean 
colony of very early foundation, though the precise details of its origin 
are shrouded in uncertainty. Following its destruction by the Samnites, 
it was refounded from Sybaris early in the 7th century BC by settlers 
under the leadership of Leukippos who was, thereafter, revered as the 
city founder. The great prosperity of the place — attested by the extent 
of its archaic silver coinage commencing in the mid-6th century BC — 
was based on agriculture. Situated on the Gulf of Tarentum, 
Metapontion occupied a plain of extraordinary fertility watered by the 
rivers Bradanos and Kasuentos. Its constant coin type is an ear of bar- 
ley, a tribute to the source of Metapontine wealth, and the deity who is 
most revered is the grain goddess Demeter, sister of Zeus. One of the 
city’s main claims to fame was that it was the burial-place of Pythagoras 
who had retired there and perished in a sedition.

This magnificent obverse die is quite unlike the earlier representations 
of Herakles on the Metapontine coinage in which the hero was clad in 
his customary lion’s skin.

Despite his massive solidity this 
Herakles exudes a sort of melancholy which doubtless reflects the mood 
of the Italiote Greeks at this time of political upheaval.

A Sybarite colony founded circa 600 BC, Poseidonia (probably better 
known by its later name of Paestum) grew rapidly in the 6th century 
through the exploitation of its considerable agricultural resources. This 
was a time of extensive temple construction and, in common with the 
other Achaean cities of southern Italy, Poseidonia began producing sil- 
ver coinage of the distinctive ‘incuse’ fabric in the final decades of the 
century. Poseidonia, however, adopted a slightly different weight stan- 
dard with a nomos of about 7.5 grams instead of the usual 8 grams. 
Another peculiarity was the division of that didrachm-nomos into two 
half-nomoi or drachms rather than thirds. All of this meant that the 
Poseidonian coinage stood in a somewhat inconvenient relationship to 
the issues of the other cities and in consequence specimens seldom 
appear in hoards beyond the boundaries of Poseidonian territory (cf. 
Kraay, Archaic and Classical Greek Coins, pp. 169-70). The fine archaic 
striding figure brandishing a trident is, of course, of Poseidon, god of 
the sea, the patron deity of the city. This rare drachm, or half-nomos, is 
illustrative of the difference in the currency system of the Poseidonians, 
it being considerably heavier than the third-staters of the other Achaean 
cities.

In 446 BC the ancient city of Sybaris, destroyed in 510 by its rival 
Kroton, was refounded with the help of the Athenian leader Perikles. 
Several years later (444-443) Athens reinforced the settlement with 
colonists from various parts of Greece, thus making the city a truly pan- 
hellenic foundation. However, disputes soon arose between the 
Sybarites and the new settlers and about 440 BC the former were 
expelled and proceeded to establish a new Sybaris on the river Traeis. 
At this point the name of old Sybaris was changed to Thourioi (some- 
times called Thurii or Thurium) deriving from the nearby spring called 
Thuria (“rushing”). This may also explain the reverse type of the 
Thurian coinage which depicts a rushing bull, possibly symbolizing the 
spring Thuria and its stream, an idea which is reinforced by the frequent 
appearance of a fish in the exergue, as on this specimen. 


The obverse type of Athena clearly reflects the dominant part played by 
Athens in the refoundation of the city in 446. Although principally of 
silver staters, the Thurian silver coinage includes an extensive output of 
distaters weighing about 15.75 grams. The production of this large and 
impressive coinage attests to the wealth of the Thurians throughout 
most of the 4th century B.C. and it is possible that supplies of silver 
were obtained locally from the mines around Longobucco. This speci- 
men may be dated to the early decades of the 4th century.

Velia, situated on the Tyrrhenian coast of southern Italy south of 
Poseidonia, was founded circa 540 BC by colonists from Phokaia in 
western Asia Minor who had fled their homeland following the Persian 
conquest. Its coinage commenced soon after the city’s foundation and 
its types (forepart of lion devouring prey/incuse square) and denomi- 
nation (Phokaian silver drachm) are indicative of the Asian origin of the 
early citizenry of Velia. Later, in the 5th century, the weight standard of 
the Velian coinage was assimilated to that of the Achaean cities of 
Magna Graecia producing a didrachm-nomos of about 8 grams. 


This exceptionally fine drachm belongs to the earliest phase of the 
Velian coinage. Although anepigraphic, the attribution of this series 
seems reasonably secure and is supported by hoard evidence. Another 
theory claims that the coins were actually struck in Phokaia and then 
shipped out for use by the colonists in the west, but this does not seem 
to have attracted much scholarly support. The type of a lion attacking 
its prey remained popular at Velia throughout the two and a half cen- 
turies of its silver coinage which ceased just prior to the city’s alliance 
with Rome negotiated circa 275 BC.

Hannibal's invasion and long-term occupation of Italy (218-203 BC) 
during the Second Punic War led to a revival of coinage at some of the 
mints which had previously submitted to Rome in the early decades of 
the 3rd century. This late flowering of Magna Graecian numismatic art 
provides an interesting, if brief, glimpse of late 3rd century Hellenistic 
style in the peninsula which was soon to be totally dominated by the 
ever-expanding power of the Roman Republic. Support for the 
Carthaginians was especially strong in the far south, in Bruttium, and a 
league of the Brettii was formed at this time to oppose Rome’s attempts 
to recover control of the region. Lokri, which served as Hannibal's prin- 
cipal port at this time, was probably the capital of this league down to 
the time of its capture by Scipio in 205 BC. 


The coinage of the Brettian League was surprisingly extensive and 
exhibited considerable artistic merit. Struck in all three metals it ranged 
from gold half-staters down to bronzes in a variety of denominations. 
This rare silver reduced half-nomos, with a fine pedigree dating back to 
the Bement Collection, features a finely engraved Athena head with the 
eagle of Zeus on the reverse. The silver coinage as a whole bears some 
similarity to the contemporary issues of the Syracusan Fifth Republic.

Rhegion (modern Reggio), situated in the ‘toe’ of Italy opposite the 
Sicilian city of Zancle-Messana, was founded about 720 BC by Greek 
colonists from Chalkis. In the earlier part of the 5th century Rhegion 
was under the rule of the tyrant Anaxilas who, in 489 BC, extended his 
authority over Zancle-Messana and fortified the straits against the 
Etruscans. Messana regained its independence in 461 and Rhegion 
became involved in a long dispute with the Sicilian city of Syracuse 
which supported Rhegion’s rival, Lokri. This led ultimately to the 
destruction of Rhegion by Dionysios I of Syracuse in 387 BC, though the 
city was restored about three decades later by Dionysios II. The lion’s 
scalp was a popular theme on the coinage of Rhegion and originated 
with the issues of Zancle during the period of the Samian occupation of 
the place, 493-489 BC, just prior to Anaxilas’ seizure of the Sicilian city. 
The head of Apollo was introduced as the standard reverse type on the 
Rhegian tetradrachms in the closing decades of the 5th century. This 
important variety has the unusual feature of an artist’s signature on the 
reverse die (Kpateonnic), doubtless inspired by the example of con- 
temporary issues of Syracuse and other Sicilian cities.

Akragas, better known by the Roman version of its name (Agrigentum), 
was situated close to the southern coastline of Sicily midway between 
Gela and Selinos. Founded by colonists from Gela circa 580 BC, Akragas 
grew to become the second most important city on the island afer 
Syracuse, deriving much of its wealth from the export of agricultural 
produce to Carthage which lay about 200 miles to the west. Its coinage 
commenced in the closing years of the 6th century and consisted in the 
main of silver didrachms down to about 472 BC, after which the 
tetradrachm became the principal denomination. The types down to 
circa 420 comprised a stationary eagle on the obverse and a crab on the 
reverse, presumably symbolic of land and sea. Thereafter, the designs 
became more complex with one or two eagles shown devouring a hare 
and a galloping quadriga ultimately replacing the crab. In the final 
decade of the 5th century, Akragas suffered the same fate as many of the 
other Greek cities of Sicily when it was stormed and sacked by the 
invading Carthaginians (406 BC). 


This lovely tetradrachm from the penultimate decade of the 5th centu- 
ry has, in addition to the usual crab, a surprisingly conspicuous render- 
ing of a rather ferocious-looking fish, identified as a giant sea perch. 
Another variety from about the same time has, in place of the fish, a 
detailed representation of the sea monster Skylla. Soon after this, how- 
ever, the crab design was replaced by a galloping quadriga type, in the 
Syracusan style, and the eagles were relegated to the reverse, the final 
stage of development in the Akragantine coinage prior to the 
Carthaginian conquest.

Set atop a mountain in the northwest of the island, Eryx was, like neigh- 
boring Segesta, a town of native Elymian origin. The chief fame of the 
place rested on its possession of one of the most celebrated sanctuaries 
of Aphrodite in the ancient world. After the Carthaginian invasions at 
the end of the 5th century, Eryx naturally passed under Punic control 
and it remained one of their strongholds for the following century and 
a half until the Roman victory in the First Punic War. This very rare and 
important tetradrachm belongs to the final phase of Erycian indepen- 
dence at the close of the 5th century. 


The reverse features an attractive grouping of the seated Aphrodite 
Erycina with her winged son Eros standing before her. The hound on 
obverse reflects the influence of Segesta where the type was employed 
extensively to represent the local river-god. Later, under Roman repub- 
lican rule, the cult of Venus Erycina enjoyed widespread popularity due 
to the belief that Aeneas had visited Eryx and was the founder of the 
temple. Two sanctuaries to the goddess were built in Rome in 217 and 
184 BC, and a depiction of Eryx and its famous temple actually appears 
ona silver denarius issued circa 57 BC (cf. Crawford 424/1).

Situated on the southern coastline of Sicily, Gela was founded in 
688 BC by Cretans and Rhodians. It rose to become the most influ- 
ential state on the island, but in 485 its ruler Gelon seized Syracuse 
and transferred his capital there, taking with him many of the lead- 
ing citizens. His brother Hieron, later tyrant of Syracuse, was left in 
charge of Gela. The extensive issue of Geloan silver didrachms 
(warrior on horseback/forepart of man-headed bull) belongs to 
this interesting episode which marked the beginning of the long 
period of Syracusan supremacy in Greek Sicily. Tetradrachm issues 
at Gela probably began a little later, circa 480 BC, the earliest vari- 
eties being similar to the didrachms except that the man-headed 
bull, representing the river-god Gelas, is depicted full-length. Soon, 
however, the tetradrachm design was modified to show a racing 
chariot, borrowed from the Syracusan coinage, and the forepart 
only of the bull. 


The tetradrachm now became the principal denomination of the 
Geloan coinage and remained so down to the time of the destruc- 
tion of the city by Carthaginian invaders in 405 BC. This splendid 
example, with its impressive pedigree, shows the chariot on its vic- 
tory lap rounding one of the turns of the race track marked by a col- 
umn placed at the end of the central euripus or spina. The figure of 
Nike herself appears on the reverse crowning the man-headed bull.

Bronze coinage first evolved in Sicily and was based on the litra, a unit 
of weight for bronze which was indigenous to the island. The original 
litra coins were small silver pieces representing the equivalent value in 
precious metal, but by the late 5th century the first bronze coins were 
being produced by a number of Sicilian mints, the most important being 
Akragas, Syracuse and Gela. This development made available a much 
wider range of lower values in coins which were not inconveniently 
small to handle. 


This interesting example from Gela comes from the later 4th century 
and probably represents a full litra of reduced weight. The sacrificial 
scene on the obverse has been interpreted as depicting Antiphemos, the 
founder of Gela, or even Timoleon as the founder of new Gela. A cult of 
Antiphemos certainly existed in Gela, as evidenced by a dedicatory 
graffito on the foot of a vase (cf. Jenkins pg. 114). The free horse was a 
popular motif on Sicilian coinage in the post-Timoleonic era and is 
probably symbolic of democracy and liberty, the star being the herald of 
the new age.

Founded circa 649 BC by settlers from Zankle, Himera was the only 
Greek colony on the north coast of the island. On evidence of its late 6th 
century coinage it would appear to have enjoyed a high degree of pros- 
perity at this time, despite the relative isolation of its position. As at the 
other two Chalkidian colonies (Naxos and Zankle), the standard 
denomination of Himera’s archaic coinage was the drachm of about 
5.73 grams, being one-third of the Euboeic stater of 17.2 grams. The ear- 
liest issues have an elaborate incuse square design on the reverse, but 
about 520 BC this was replaced by a hen, thus complimenting the cock 
which was the constant obverse design. It is generally assumed that the 
cock was the civic ‘badge’ of Himera, having been adopted in honor of 
the Euboian city of Karystos, perhaps the original home of many of the 
first colonists. In 483 BC Himera was captured by Theron, tyrant of 
Akragas, and thereafter the crab of Akragas appeared as the reverse 
type on the coinage of Himera.

The Sicilian city of Katana (modern Catania) was a Chalkidian colony 
founded from Naxos in 729 BC. It was located midway along the east- 
ern coast of the island at the southern extremity of the slopes of Mount 
Aetna. Its fertile territory was coveted by neighboring Syracuse and in 
476 BC the Syracusan tyrant Hieron I removed the population of Katana 
to the inland city of Leontini. Katana was now given the name of Aetna 
and re-peopled with Syracusan citizens and a group of Dorian merce- 
naries. On the fall of the Sicilian tyrannies in the late 460’s the alien pop- 
ulation was expelled and the former inhabitants of Katana returned 
from exile in Leontini to reclaim their city, which now reverted to its 
original name. 


It seems unlikely that any coinage was produced at Katana prior to the 
events of 476 BC so any issues bearing the name of the Katanians must 
postdate the restoration of the original population in 461. This hand- 
some tetradrachm from the 1980 Randazzo hoard marks the beginning 
of this coinage and depicts on the obverse the local river god Amenanos 
in the guise of a man-headed bull. The spirited figure of Nike holding a 
diadem appears, like so many Sicilian coin types, to have an agonistic 
significance.

About the middle of the 5th century the design of the Katanian 
tetradrachms underwent a radical change with the introduction of a 
racing chariot on obverse and a head of Apollo on reverse. Except for 
important stylistic developments these types were to remain basically 
unchanged down to the time of the capture of the city in 404 BC by 
Dionysios, tyrant of Syracuse, who sold the population into slavery. 
This example depicts the horses of the victorious team being crowned 
by a flying Nike at the completion of the chariot race. The neatly 
engraved Apollo head is accompanied by a symbol, a bay leaf, a feature 
which was becoming increasingly common on the Katanian coinage 
subsequent to circa 445 BC.

The identification of the male head on the reverse of this coin has tradi- 
tionally been called Apollo, the patron deity of the city whose portrait 
appears on other issues from this same period. The lack of the laurel 
wreath, the flowing locks of hair and the crayfish have lead some to 
suggest that the head may in fact be the local river-god Amenanos, 
whose head also appears on the coinage of Katana, although usually 
Amenanos is horned. When these dies were originally paired, the 
reverse die lacked the crayfish, this device being added at a later phase 
of production. The artist Herakleidas engraved many dies for Katana 
incuding the famous facing Apollo head, which he signed with his com- 
plete name.

The artist Prokles was most likely a native of Naxos, as most of his work 
comes from there (see lot 285), though he did engrave a few dies for 
Katana, including this tetradrachm die and the Litra featured in CNG 
Sale 42, lot 124. Cahn, in his standard work on the coinage of Naxos, 
lists only four known examples of this tetradrachm from Katana; the 
three coins referenced above plus an example in Egger Sale XII, lot 68.

The closing years of the 5th century were troubled ones for many of the 
Greek communities in Sicily. Katana was used as a base by the 
Athenians at the time of their ill-fated expedition against Syracuse and 
it was during these final years, prior to the taking of the city by 
Dionysios in 404 BC, that the Katanian mint produced some of its most 
beautiful and inventive coin types. This silver drachm features the 
usual victorious charioteer on the obverse, but the reverse is devoted to 
a remarkable facing head of the young river-god Amenanos flanked by 
two fishes. Unlike most of the frontal depictions on the Sicilian coinage 
of this time, the head is inclined to the right instead of the left and the 
usual meticulously arranged elegance of the subject's coiffure gives way 
to the somewhat lank appearance of hair moistened by the rushing 
stream.

Leontini was founded in 729 BC by settlers from Naxos, the first Greek 
colony in Sicily, which itself had been established just a few years earli- 
er. In the first decade of the 5th century the city was captured by the 
tyrant Hippocrates of Gela whose successor, Gelon, transferred his seat 
of government to Syracuse in 485. Thereafter, Leontini usually remained 
within the Syracusan sphere of influence though its 5th century coinage 
was on a considerable scale attesting to the independent wealth of the 
community. A major political change took place in the late 460s — the 
expulsion of the tyrants and the restoration of democracy. This was 
reflected on the Leontine coinage by the introduction of new types fea- 
turing the head of Apollo on obverse and a lion’s head on reverse. This 
attractive tetradrachm was probably struck about two decades after the 
initial introduction of the type. Apollo was especially revered at 
Leontini, as he was at the mother city of Naxos where there was a 
famous sanctuary of Apollo Archegetes. The lion was the emblem of 
Apollo but probably also represents a punning allusion to the city 
name. The surrounding barley-grains are indicative of the exceptional 
fertility of the Leontine territory and doubtless refer to the local worship 
of Demeter, the goddess of agriculture.

Messana (modern Messina), a coastal city in the northeast of Sicily opposite Rhegion on the Italian mainland, was founded by Chalkidian 
colonists about 725 BC. Originally it bore the name of Zancle (“sickle”) from the shape of its harbor, but this was changed about 488 BC when 
Anaxilas, tyrant of Rhegion, seized control of Zancle and installed there a large body of Messenian immigrants from the Peloponnese. The 
tyrants were expelled from both Messana and Rhegion in 461 BC and, on the evidence of its abundant coinage, the Sicilian city would seem to 
have enjoyed considerable prosperity during the second half of the 5th century. The design of its handsome Attic tetradrachms underwent var- 
ious modifications over the years. Down to about 430 BC the obverse type was a male charioteer driving a mule-car, a type probably deriving 
from Anaxilas’ victory in that event in the Olympian games of 484 or 480 BC. 


On later issues, such as this handsome example, the male charioteer is replaced by a female figure identified as the nymph Messana by the 
accompanying inscription. The hare remains the constant reverse type though its precise significance is less easy to define. It seems there may 
be some connection with the religious beliefs of the Peloponnesians who were settled in the city by Anaxilas. The prominent insect symbol 
appearing below the hare on this variety may be of some interest to entomologists as evidence of the close observation of nature in late 5th 
century Sicily. The attractive silver coinage of Messana was brought to an abrupt end in 396 BC when the city was destroyed by invading 
Carthaginians.

This extremely rare coinage, comprising both gold and silver denomi- 
nations, has been convincingly attributed (by Erik Sjoqvist, ANSMN 9, 
pp. 53 ff.) to the time of the Second Punic War. The extraordinary legend 
ZLIKEAIQTAN has been interpreted as an expression of hope for the 
unity of the Sicilian Greeks at the time of the Roman siege of Syracuse 
(213-211 BC). A Carthaginian invasion of the island under the general 
Himilco quickly led to the capture of both Agrigentum and 
Morgantina. The latter contained a great quantity of Roman supplies 
and it would seem that this place became the center of opposition to the 
besiegers of Syracuse. It has been proposed that, utilizing Syracusan 
die-engravers, the EIKEAIQTAN coinage was produced at Morgantina, 
a theory supported by the recovery of a number of specimens from the 
site. The types of this, the smallest denomination in the series (Zeus 
head/horseman), are reminiscent of the obverse of the Roman victoria- 
tus and the reverse of the denarius, both of which were introduced at 
about this time.

Although never a place of political importance the city of Naxos was, 
nevertheless, the earliest of the Greek colonies in Sicily, having been 
founded from Chalkis about 735 BC by a contingent of settlers many of 
whom we may assume had originated from the Aegean island of that 
name. Moreover, Naxos was the mother-city of two more celebrated 
Sicilian communities, those of Leontini and Katana. But despite its rel- 
ative obscurity, Naxos has achieved fame as the producer of one of the 
great numismatic masterpieces of 5th century Sicily — the famous 
tetradrachm coinage originating about 460 BC depicting the bearded 
head of Dionysos and the carnal squatting figure of the drunken 
Silenos. This remarkable composition found its most forceful expression 
on the celebrated pair of dies probably by the same hand as the 
engraver of the unique Aetna tetradrachm in the Brussels cabinet. This 
later version, belonging to the closing decades of the century, brings a 
more refined approach to its subject in line with the artistic develop- 
ments taking place at other Sicilian mints. Naxos, like its daughter-city 
Katana, was destroyed by Dionysios of Syracuse in 404 BC and was sub- 
sequently eclipsed by the neighboring community of Tauromenion.

Situated in the northwest of Sicily on Monte Barbaro, near modern Calatafimi, Segesta was the principal city of the Elymi who were the native 
inhabitants of the western portion of the island. The place had become considerably hellenized by the 5th century BC, a circumstance attested 
by its coinage and by the magnificent Doric temples, the ruins of which are still to be seen on the now-deserted site. The long-standing dispute 
which existed between the Segestans and the Greek city of Selinus to the south led to the ill-fated Athenian intervention in Sicilian politics (415- 
413 BC) followed, four years later, by the Carthaginian invasion of the island. This resulted in the destruction not only of Selinus but of Himera, 
Akragas and Gela as well, a violent episode which ushered in a century and a half of conflict between Carthaginians and Greeks in Sicily. 
Segesta now became a Carthaginian dependency and produced no further coinage until the time of the First Punic War. 


Although Segesta’s principal coinage in the 5th century consisted of silver didrachms, a remarkable series of tetradrachms were produced in 
the final period of the city’s independence, just prior to her becoming subject to Carthaginian control. This phase of the Segestan coinage is 
represented by the very rare and important piece offered here. The young huntsman shown at rest on the obverse has been variously identi- 
fied as Aigestes, legendary ancestor of the city; the river-god Krimissos; and even as Pan, god of the pastures. The pose is clearly suggestive of 
a sculptural prototype, whilst the small herm in the field indicates the worship of Hermes at Segesta. The wonderful nymph’s head on reverse 
with elaborate coiffure seems to have been inspired by the contemporary Syracusan coinage of which it is quite the equal.

Founded in 651 BC by colonists from Megara, Selinos was the western- 
most of the Greek cities in Sicily and was thus especially vulnerable to 
Carthaginian influence. The place was called after the wild parsley (seli- 
non) which grew in the area and which had also given its name to the 
local river. The Selinontines’ long-standing dispute with the neighbor- 
ing Elymian city of Segesta, to the north, provided the pretext for 
Carthaginian intervention in Sicily in 409 BC. This resulted in the 
destruction not only of Selinos but of Himera, Akragas and Gela as well, 
and ushered in a century and a half of conflict between Carthaginians 
and Greeks on the island. 


This beautiful tetradrachm issue from the second half of the 5th centu- 
ry depicts three deities: Apollo and Artemis, guardians of Selinos’ 
mother-city Megara, riding in a chariot on the obverse; and an elaborate 
sacrificial scene featuring the young river-god Selinos in fully human 
form on reverse. This complex composition has traditionally been 
explained as relating to the story of the philosopher Empedokles who is 
credited with having master-minded the draining of the marshes 
through which the river flowed near the city, thus eliminating the pesti- 
lences to which the population of the area had been constantly subject- 
ed. Unfortunately, modern scholarship has convincingly discredited 
this attractive interpretation (cf. E. S. G. Robinson, in Catalogue of the 
Calouste Gulbenkian Collection of Greek Coins, Part I, p. 83). However, the 
type remains one of the most interesting of the Sicilian coinage in the 
5th century.

Syracuse was the dominant Greek state in Sicily from early in the 5th 
century until its capture and sack by the Romans in 211 BC. A 
Corinthian foundation on the east coast of the island dating from circa 
734 BC, it did not play a leading role in Sicilian politics prior to its cap- 
ture in 485 by Gelon, tyrant of Gela. Gelon transferred his seat of gov- 
ernment there and he and Hieron I, his brother and successor, laid the 
foundations for the future greatness of Syracuse. The defeat of the 
Carthaginian invaders of Sicily in 480 BC, in which Gelon played a lead- 
ing role, marked a turning-point in the history of the western 
Mediterranean area, just as the Athenian victory over the Persian 
invaders of Greece in the same year was to have far-reaching conse- 
quences in the Aegean world. Gelon died in 478 but his aggressive poli- 
cies were continued by Hieron whose court also became a cultural cen- 
ter of some note. On the tyrant’s death in 467/6 democratic government 
was instituted in Syracuse. 


This handsome tetradrachm, with its impressive pedigree, may be 
dated to the period of the transition of power from Gelon to Hieron I. 
The series to which these dies belong used to be dated a little earlier but 
recent hoard evidence, especially that provided by the Randazzo find of 
1980, strongly indicates the current chronology. The victorious chario- 
teer on obverse may be commemorative of Gelon’s victory in the 
Olympian games of 488 BC. The type was to have a profound effect on 
the Sicilian coinage throughout the 5th century. Arethusa, the local 
fountain nymph, is the subject of the head on reverse, the encircling dol- 
phins perhaps symbolizing the sea surrounding the island of Ortygia on 
which the original settlement had been established.

These dies belong to one of the later series to be represented in the 
Randazzo hoard and a date corresponding to the closing half-decade of 
Hieron’s tyranny is assigned to them by Arnold-Biucchi. The appear- 
ance of the ketos or pistrix (sea monster) beneath the racing chariot has 
been interpreted, perhaps somewhat fancifully, as a reference to the 
Battle of Cumae against the Etruscans in 474 BC. Arethusa’s head, 
although still betraying its archaic origins, exhibits clear initial signs of 
its evolution into the classical forms of the later 5th century which were 
to be the glory of the Syracusan coinage.

With the downfall of the tyranny at Syracuse and the establishment of 
more peaceful and prosperous conditions in Sicily, the artistic develop- 
ment of the Syracusan coinage proceeded apace. Initially, changes 
focused on the Arethusa head, which underwent a radical evolution in 
the four decades following the death of Hieron, resulting in the creation 
of some of the greatest masterpieces of the die-engraver’s art. This 
delightful example from the middle years of the century still retains the 
obverse which had first appeared under Hieron, but the contrast 
between the two treatments of the Arethusa head is already quite 
marked.

During the final decades of the 5th century the art of the die-engraver 
in Sicily had evolved to such a level that the individual artists began 
signing their work on the dies. This brought them great celebrity and 
doubtless commensurate income and the phenomenon was by no 
means confined to Syracuse itself. Never before, and probably never 
since, have die-engravers achieved such a high level of fame and the 
quality and inspiration of their work briefly raised coinage truly to the 
level of fine art. Unfortunately, these exciting developments were cut 
short by the catastrophic political events of the closing decade of the 5th 
century, when the Carthaginian invasion and the reestablishment of 
tyranny at Syracuse destroyed forever the environment in which this 
remarkable, but fragile, artistic movement had occurred. 


This handsome pedigreed piece is signed by the engraver Eumenos (or 
Eumenes) on both obverse and reverse. Eumenos’ work was especially 
noted for the introduction of high action in the horses drawing the rac- 
ing chariot, a change which was to be carried much further by other 
masters of this brief but brilliant period of numismatic art. Together 
with the engraver Sosion, Eumenos was in the vanguard of the artistic 
movement which transformed the Syracusan coinage in the late 5th cen- 
tury.

The turbulent reign of the Syracusan tyrant Dionysios I (405-367 BC) brought forth a spectacular array of coinage designed to meet the heavy 
expenses of his numerous military campaigns, principally against the Carthaginians who had recently invaded western Sicily. Best known in 
this series are the famous medallic silver dekadrachms, most of which were issued at this time from dies produced by the master engraver 
Euainetos and his school. This coinage was augmented by a significant output of beautiful gold pieces in two main denominations, the 100 
litrae and the 50 litrae. The litra, an early Sicilian bronze standard, came to be issued as a small silver coin weighing 0.86 grams, making it the 
equivalent of one-twentieth of the Attic silver tetradrachm. Thus, a gold coin valued at 50 Sicilian litrae was the same as an Attic silver 
dekadrachm, and one of a 100 litrae was a double dekadrachm. The dies for these small gold coins were engraved with a gem-like precision 
and some bear the signatures of the artists Kimon and Euainetos. This obverse die is unsigned but may have been the work of Kimon. The 


heroic theme of the reverse type should be interpreted as symbolizing the struggle between the Greeks, led by Syracuse, and their Carthaginian 
enemies.

Undoubtedly one of the most celebrated coins of Antiquity, this exam- 
ple of the Syracusan dekadrachm of the time of Dionysios I bears the 
signature of the renowned artist Euainetos. The minute inscription 
AOAA below the arms on obverse, off the flan on most specimens, has 
the meaning ‘prizes’ and refers, presumably, to the spoils of war during 
the protracted struggle with the Carthaginians. The dekadrachms of 
Euainetos and his school are more plentiful than those of his rival 
Kimon and doubtless were issued over a much longer period. Their 
influence on the die-engravers of later generations at mints throughout 
the Greek world was profound.

During the 4th century Syracuse fought frequent wars with the 
Carthaginians who had established a strong position in the western 
portion of the island following their invasion of 410 BC. 
Agathokles, a native of Thermai, seized power in Syracuse in 317 
and his aggressive military policy soon brought him into conflict 
with the Carthaginians. During the course of this protracted strug- 
gle he launched a surprise invasion of Africa and almost succeeded 
in capturing Carthage itself before the worsening situation in Sicily 
necessitated his return. 


It was doubtless in connection with the war against Carthage that 
a remarkable electrum coinage was produced by the Syracusan 
tyrant. Electrum was already established as the metal for the 
shekel-didrachms and _ fractional denominations of the 
Carthaginian coinage and doubtless the production of his own cur- 
rency in this metal facilitated Agathokles’ military activities in 
North Africa. The coins make no reference to the tyrant himself 
and, indeed, these issues have previously been attributed to much 
earlier periods in the 4th century. However, the present chronology, 
devised by G. K. Jenkins, seems reasonably secure and is support- 
ed by hoard evidence. This example is of the largest denomination 
valued at 100 silver litrae. The heads of Apollo and his sister 
Artemis are featured as the obverse and reverse types, the latter 
being described as Soteira, ‘Savior’.

In his study, Buttrey was only able to locate five specimens. 
Agathokles’ successor, Hiketas, lacked the ability to confront the 
Carthaginian threat and after reigning for nine years he invited 
King Pyrrhos of Epeiros to take up the challenge and to be his suc- 
cessor as ruler of Syracuse. Pyrrhos’ intervention in Sicilian affairs 
was short and violent (278-276 BC) and on his withdrawal to Italy 
to confront the Romans his place was soon taken by one of his for- 
mer lieutenants, Hieron, a native of Syracuse. This rare anonymous 
gold type, often termed a drachm or hemistater, would seem to 
belong to the period between Hiketas’ departure and the initiation 
of coinage in the name of Pyrrhos.

The Syracusan ruler Hieron II, a loyal ally of Rome, died in 215 BC while the Romans were locked in a life-and-death struggle with Hannibal 
of Carthage. His son, Gelon, had predeceased him so the throne of Syracuse passed to his grandson, Hieronymos, a youth of only fifteen. The 
Carthaginian faction in Syracuse persuaded the new ruler to renounce the Roman alliance which his grandfather had so steadfastly main- 
tained, but this soon resulted in a revolution at Syracuse in which Hieronymos and all the members of his family perished (214 BC). The young 
king had reigned for a mere thirteen months. Democratic government was now reestablished but the following year the Romans laid siege to 


the city and it was sacked following its fall in 211, thus bringing to an end almost three centuries of Syracusan preeminence in the affairs of 
Greek Sicily. 


The three-year period of the restored democracy saw a surprisingly large and varied output of coinage, all the more remarkable as the city 
was under siege by the Romans throughout most of this episode. Principally in silver, with denominations based on the traditional Sicilian 
unit of the litra, the coinage of the Fifth Republic has some attractive and interesting types. This example — a piece of 10 litrae — has a reverse 
type which appears to represent the statue of Zeus Strategos which is mentioned by Cicero in II Verr. iv. 58 (cf. Historia Numorum, pp. 186-7).

In the final decade of the 5th century BC the Carthaginians launched a 
series of invasions of Sicily which resulted in much of the western half 
of the island coming under their control, bringing inevitable devasta- 
tion and financial ruin to many formerly flourishing Greek communi- 
ties. The Punic presence lasted for a century and a half until Rome’s vic- 
tory in the First Punic War obliged the North Africans to withdraw. An 
extensive coinage was struck by the Carthaginians in Sicily for the 
financing of their military operations and the maintenance of garrisons 
during their lengthy occupation of the island. The series as a whole has 
come to be known as ‘Siculo-Punic’ and this handsome pedigreed 
tetradrachm represents the earliest phase of the coinage. It is of a type 
which, on the evidence of a late Acragantine overstrike, may be dated 
as early as circa 410 BC. Nike crowning a horse is a clever adaptation by 
the invaders of the usual Sicilian ‘racing-chariot’ type. The horse occurs 
constantly on Carthaginian coins and clearly the intended symbolism is 
a celebration of the success of Punic arms in their invasion of Greek- 
dominated Sicily. The palm tree represents a punning allusion to the 
issuing authority, for its name in Greek is ‘phoenix’ which also means a 
Phoenician (= Carthaginian).

This type represents a late phase of the Siculo-Punic coinage when the 
Carthaginians were engaged in a desperate struggle for supremacy in 
the island with the Syracusan tyrant Agathokles, leader of the Greeks. 
Ironically, the obverse head with its surrounding dolphins is almost 
identical to the contemporary issues of Agathokles himself, both being 
close copies of Syracusan prototypes of an earlier age.

Undoubtedly one of the masterpieces of the Siculo-Punic coinage, this 
remarkable tetradrachm type was produced from just three pairs of 
dies. Its place of mintage remains uncertain, though the Greek engraver 
was clearly an artist of the very highest calibre. Sham Machanat reveals 
merely “people of the camp” as the issuing authority, a designation 
which this type shares with many other Siculo-Punic issues. The iconog- 
raphy is of particular interest, the distinctive female head in an oriental 
tiara usually being taken to represent Dido, or Elissa, legendary daugh- 
ter of a king of Tyre and foundress of Carthage. On the reverse appears 
a prowling lion before a palm tree, possibly a reference to the recruit- 
ment of large numbers of Libyans into the Carthaginian army to counter 
the impending threat posed by the Greek leader Agathokles of 
Syracuse.

Although from the late 6th century BC relations between Rome and 
Carthage had always been maintained on a friendly basis, Rome’s 
growing influence in Magna Graecia in the early decades of the 3rd cen- 
tury led inevitably to an increasing rivalry between the two powers. The 
Italian state was being drawn inexorably into the bitter politics of the 
centuries-old dispute between Greeks and Carthaginians in Sicily. This 
magnificent medallic piece was issued at about the time of the outbreak 
of the First Punic War which, after almost a quarter of a century of fight- 
ing, was to bring about the end of the Carthaginian presence on the 
island. Although horses had always been popular on Carthaginian and 
Siculo-Punic issues, the depiction of the winged Pegasos represented a 
departure from tradition. The influence of the Corinthian coinage and 
that of her colony Syracuse seems obvious. The typically enigmatic 
Punic inscription translates “in the land” and the Carthaginian strong- 
hold of Panormos on the north coast of western Sicily has been pro- 
posed as the mint for this impressive series.

Situated on the east bank of the river Strymon, which surrounds the city 
on three sides, Amphipolis was colonized by Greeks under the leader- 
ship of Athens in 437/6 BC on the site of the Thracian town of Ennea 
Hodoi. This followed two unsuccessful attempts at colonization in 497 
and 465 BC. A place of great strategic importance, being at the cross- 
roads of major trade routes, Amphipolis also gained wealth from its 
proximity to the gold and silver mines of the Pangaean district. 
Unfortunately for the Athenians they did not long maintain their con- 
trol over Amphipolis, the city surrendering to the Spartan Brasidas only 
a dozen years after its foundation (424 BC). Thereafter, the 
Amphipolitans were under the Spartan hegemony down to 371 when 
they regained a measure of independence, an autonomy which was 
guaranteed by the Macedonian kingdom and by Thebes in 368. 
However, in 357 Amphipolis was besieged and captured by Philip II of 
Macedon and henceforth became a Macedonian city and one of the 
principal mints of the Macedonian kings. 


The traditional view of the magnificent civic coinage of Amphipolis 
placed its beginnings in the final decade of the 5th century and its close 
with the Macedonian conquest in 357. Recent research, however, espe- 
cially that of Catharine Lorber (Amphipolis, The Civic Coinage in Silver 
and Gold, Los Angeles 1990) demonstrates that the Amphipolitan 
coinage began much later, after the end of the Spartan hegemony in 371, 
and continued for several years following the fall of the city, down to 
circa 354/3. The beauty of the Amphipolitan civic coinage has long been 
admired by scholars and collectors, the facing Apollo head which forms 
the almost constant obverse type reaching heights of artistic brilliance 
which are seldom matched by other mints. The reverse type makes a 
strong contrast in its simplicity, the race torch within its frame repre- 
senting little more than an elaboration of the archaic quadripartite 
incuse square design. The torch alludes to the torch races which were 
held at Amphipolis in honor of Artemis. The silver drachms and 
hemidrachms all belong early in the Amphipolitan series. This example 
of the larger denomination is dated by Lorber to 369/8 BC.

The ancient city of Skione, on the western peninsula of Chalkidice, 
claimed as its founder Protesilaos, leader of a Thessalian contingent at 
Troy. He was the first of the Greeks to disembark and was the first casu- 
alty of the fighting in the Trojan War (Iliad 2. 698-702). During the time 
vf the Delian League, Skione paid 6 talents in annual tribute to Athens, 
but following the outbreak of the Peloponnesian War the city revolted 
and opened its gates to the Spartan general Brasidas (423 BC). This 
action was later severely punished by the Athenians who are said to 
have put all the inhabitants to the sword. This important late archaic 
tetradrachm of Skione has a helmeted male head on the obverse which 
may reasonably be identified as the legendary founder Protesilaos. The 
galley-stern on reverse may well be associated with Homer’s story of 
the bravery and death of the Greek hero.

Known from only a single pair of dies, this numismatic rarity, the only 
known example in private hands, remains a mystery in regard to its pre- 
cise attribution. Wroth attributed the single British Museum example to 
Tenedos in Asia Minor, but with a footnote saying “that it may belong 
to some other locality.” A decade after the British Museum example was 
published, a second specimen (this coin) was discovered in Salonica in 
northern Greece. While both these respective regions struck coins on the 
same weight standard, hoard evidence has shown that fractional 
coinage tended to circulate locally. Thus, on the basis of the find spot, 
which is of the same character as those from other northern Greek 
mints, there seems reason to doubt the attribution of this coin to 
Tenedos. However, the unusual Janiform head was Tenedos’ primary 
coin type from the inception of her coinage. In the Archaic period, 
Tenedos was a commercial city of some importance whose prosperity 
depended upon the shipping of its wine and Black Sea grain to the 
Greek commercial centers around the Aegean. Therefore, with likely 
commercial ties to northern Greece, the possibility that this coin came 
from Tenedos cannot be completely dismissed.

This beautiful gold stater belongs to the period following the death of 
Alexander the Great when his half-brother, Philip III Arrhidaeus, was 
the nominal head of state together with the conqueror’s infant son by 
Roxane, Alexander IV. The gem-like delicacy of the engraving of these 
extraordinary dies marks this issue out as belonging to one of the mints 
of the Ionian coastal region of western Asia Minor, an area which, of 
course, was not controlled by the Macedonian monarchy in the time of 
Philip II. Kolophon is the city to which it is tentatively attributed, the tri- 
pod symbol linking it to an issue in the name of Philip III (cf. Price P41). 
The issue is likely to have been made prior to 319 BC when the region 
came under the control of Antigonus.

The mint attribution of the issue to which this handsome tetradrachm 
belongs is left in no doubt by the appearance of the signature ‘IIPI’ in 
the reverse field. The trident was the standard reverse type on the 
autonomous silver coinage of Priene in the 3rd century BC and attests 
to the importance of the cult of Poseidon. The city’s most famous tem- 
ple, however, was that of Athena Polias which was personally dedicat- 
ed by Alexander the Great in 334 BC. The dedicatory inscription from 
this sanctuary is now in the British Museum. Price attributes this 
posthumous issue to the years immediately following the defeat of 
Lysimachos “and some connection with the Celtic invasion of 277-275 
BC is to be suspected”.

It has recently been convincingly demonstrated that the old Egyptian 
capital of Memphis, which had produced tetradrachms and bronzes 
toward the close of the Persian period, remained the mint in the land of 
the pharaohs down to about 312 BC when the establishment was trans- 
ferred by Ptolemy to Alexandria. This late lifetime issue of Alexander is 
distinguished by the Khnum symbol in the reverse field, the ram-head- 
ed god with double horns who was worshipped as the creator of life 
and living things.

Philip V, son of Demetrios II (239-229 BC), was only nine years of age at the time of his father’s death in battle against the Dardanians. The 
regency was assumed by the late ruler’s cousin Antigonus Doson who, in order to strengthen his authority, also took the title of king. 
Antigonus administered the kingdom wisely for about eight years until his own death in the summer of 221 BC, sufficiently long to allow 
Philip V to come of age. During the early years of his reign the young monarch achieved considerable renown through his participation in the 
so-called ‘Social War’ of 220-217 BC in which Philip and the Hellenic League opposed Aetolia, Sparta, and Elis. Influenced by the renegade 
Demetrios of Pharos, the Macedonian king then made the fatal mistake of taking up arms against the Romans in Illyria and then compound- 
ed the error by negotiating a treaty with Hannibal, the sworn enemy of Rome (215 BC). This, in effect, sealed the ultimate fate of the 
Macedonian kingdom, though the First Macedonian War ended in 205 with a peace treaty the terms of which were not unfavorable to Philip. 


He then turned his attention to the East where, in alliance with Antiochus III of Syria, he plundered the possessions of the young king of Egypt, 
Ptolemy V. However, these activities alarmed several neighboring states, especially Rhodes and Pergamum, and Philip’s fleet was defeated off 
the island of Chios in 201. The following year Rome again declared war (Second Macedonian War) and in 197 Philip was decisively defeated 
by the Roman general Flamininus at the battle of Cynoscephalae in Thessaly, one of the great turning-points in the history of the 
Mediterranean world. The power of the Macedonian kingdom was now broken forever: Philip was obliged to confine his activities to 
Macedonia itself; to pay one thousand talents indemnity; to surrender his fleet; and to give up hostages including his own younger son, 
Demetrios. Although he reigned for a further eighteen years Philip was no longer a significant factor in the politics of the eastern 
Mediterranean area. He died at Amphipolis in his sixtieth year (179 BC) and was succeeded on the throne by his elder son, Perseus, who was 
to be the last king of Macedon. 


This magnificent tetradrachm represents the most celebrated type of Philip V’s coinage. Struck quite early in the reign, the portrait head dis- 
plays the proud arrogance of the young monarch which was to carry him to such heights but would eventually lead him to disaster and the 
downfall of his famous kingdom. The reverse features the celebrated image of Athena Alkidemos, guardian deity of the Macedonian capital 
of Pella, familiar from the coinages of a number of kingdoms which could trace their origins back to the time of Alexander’s conquests.

The enigmatic bronze coins ascribed to the Scythian kings have yet to be 
properly dated or chronologized. They are often of good Hellenistic 
style and demonstrate a particular fondness for the jugate head motif.

Toward the close of the sixth century BC and in the early decades of the fifth, the tribes of this remote region produced a silver coinage of truly excep- 
tional character. Comprising denominations larger than those being struck by any other mint at the time, with the sole exception of Abdera in Thrace, 
these ‘medallic’ pieces are probably to be associated with the payment of tribute to the Persians during their occupation of the Thracian coast. This the- 
ory is corroborated by the presence of large numbers of these pieces in hoards found within the territories of the Achaemenid Empire where they are 
far more plentiful than in their region of origin. The ability of the tribes to pay tribute in coins of such large denominations (oktadrachms and even 
dodekadrachms) is evidence of the availability of a plentiful supply of silver ore, much of it probably emanating from the district around Mount 
Pangaeus. 


Little is known of the history and interrelationship of the tribal groups of the Thraco-Macedonian region. The Bisalti seem to have occupied territory in 
eastern Chalkidice along the west bank of the lower Strymon. Their octadrachms depict a young male figure walking in the background beside his 
horse. He wears something resembling a sun-hat and holds two spears. Although he is sometimes identified as Ares, god of war, Kraay (ACGC p. 140) 
points out that “his pursuit seems to be hunting rather than war”. A similar type was later employed for the regal coinage of Alexander I of Macedon 
(circa 498-454 BC) who simply added his name symmetrically spaced around the incuse square on reverse.

Situated on the southern coast of Thrace, about 30 miles east of Abdera, 
Maroneia was settled by colonists from Chios. The place was named for 
Maron, a legendary priest of Apollo, who features in the Odyssey as the 
bestower of gifts on Odysseus. Maroneia was renowned for the excel- 
lent quality of its wine and vines feature prominently on its coinage. 
The horse appears to have been the special emblem of the city though 
its precise significance is uncertain. The reverse type of a vine within a 
square frame, typical of the later issues of the mint, first appears on 
tetradrachms and smaller denominations of the 430’s. It is very remi- 
niscent of the design used at the Macedonian city of Mende, though at 
Maroneia the vine is surrounded by the personal name of the responsi- 
ble magistrate rather than the ethnic. About 390 BC Maroneia adopted 
the Persian weight standard for its coinage based on a silver stater of 2 
sigloi. This lovely example comes from the final decades of the series, 
not long before the cessation of issues in the mid-4th century occasioned 
by the rapid expansion of Macedonian power under Philip II.

Pantikapaion was founded by Greek colonists from Miletos in the late 
7th century BC. Situated on the west side of the Cimmerian Bosporos, 
in what is now the Crimea, it achieved great prosperity through its 
exploitation of the abundant fisheries of the Straits and the export of 
wheat from the Crimea. This wealth is attested by its splendid gold 
coinage commencing in the mid-4th century and by the magnificently 
furnished rock tombs of its principal citizens in the 4th and 3rd cen- 
turies. Later, it was to become a regional capital of the kingdom of 
Mithradates VI of Pontos (120-63 BC) and later still the seat of the kings 
of Bosporos (1st cent. BC — 4th cent. AD). 


The coinage of Pantikapaion seems to have commenced with silver 
issues in the latter part of the 5th century, but it is for its beautiful gold 
staters that the mint is chiefly noted. Gold was obtained in great quan- 
tities from the Altai and Ural mountains, much of which found its way 
to western Asia Minor where it was coined by the Lampsakos mint. The 
earliest gold staters of Pantikapaion were issued in the mid-4th century 
and are of the purest Greek style, the dies probably being the work of a 
Lampsakene artist. They depict a three-quarter facing head of the god 
Pan (a pun on the name of the city) and on the reverse the griffin which 
Herodotos describes as being the guardian of the remote sources of 
gold. This lovely example has a profile image of the god and dates to the 
second half of the 4th century.

Monunios was the king of the Dardanian Illyrians in the opening 
decades of the 3rd century BC. The coastal city of Epidamnos- 
Dyrrhachion seems to have come briefly under his control as rare staters 
were struck there bearing his name, though with types conforming to 
the regular autonomous issues of the Dyrrhachians. Epidamnos- 
Dyrrhachion, like its southern neighbor Apollonia, was a colony of the 
island state of Corcyra. Both adopted the coin types of the mother-city 
in the second quarter of the 4th century and all three produced 
Corinthian ‘pegasi’ staters in support of Timoleon’s expedition to Sicily.

According to tradition this city was founded after the Trojan War by the 
diviner Amphilochos, brother of Alcmaeon, on the south-eastern shores 
of the Ambracian Gulf. In its 5th century rivalry with the Corinthian 
colony of Ambracia in Epeiros it received strong support from Athens, 
though the Argives always managed to maintain their independent sta- 
tus. From the mid-4th century, in common with many other mints in the 
area, Argos began large-scale production of Corinthian-type ‘pegasos’ 
staters, many of which found their way to Sicily where they are princi- 
pally found today. This rare variety bears the unabbreviated ethnic 
APTEIQN on the reverse together with the attractive symbol of a flying 
dove.

The celebrated city of Thebes, situated in the mountainous region of 
central Greece, had a long and fabled history stretching back to 
Mycenaean times. It was the principal city of Boeotia but was never suf- 
ficiently strong to combine the other communities of the area into a sin- 
gle state. Instead, it was the leader of a Boeotian federation and when 
coinage was introduced into the area toward the close of the 6th centu- 
ry BC the various cities produced Aeginetan didrachms and fractions 
conforming to a single obverse design. This was an oval shield of dis- 
tinctive shape with a curved opening at each side and a convex surface. 
Peculiar to this area, these shields consisted of a wooden framework 
over which the hide of an ox was stretched. This exceptional Theban 
issue from the end of the 5th century shows a magnificent facing head 
of Dionysos, god of wine, his luxuriant beard and elaborate wreath of 
ivy conveying a perfect image of majestic and divine intoxication. The 
same theme provided the motivation behind the more mundane depic- 
tion of an amphora (wine-jar) which later became the regular Theban 


type.

After Chalkis, Eretria was the second city of the island of Euboea and , 
like its neighbor, was very active in trade with Syria and with coloniz- 
ing in Italy, Sicily, and the northern Aegean region. Its coinage com- 
menced soon after the middle of the 6th century BC and from the begin- 
ning featured on obverse the charming image of a cow scratching itself 
with its hoof, symbolic of the cattle for which the island was famed. The 
octopus first appeared as a reverse type toward the close of the century 
and may be regarded as the civic emblem of Eretria. A saying ascribed 
to Themistokles referred to the Eretrians as “having an octopus where 
their heart should be”. Eretria assisted the Greek cities in the ‘Ionian 
Revolt’ against Persian rule in 499-494 BC, an action which brought 
upon the city the terrible revenge of Darius in 490. This didrachm prob- 
ably dates to about a decade after this event when the Eretrians briefly 
revived their late 6th century coinage as they were rebuilding their shat- 
tered city.

The large and important island of Paros in the central Cyclades was 
famous for its white marble, a material prized by sculptors and masons 
from archaic times.

Situated on the coast of Asia Minor, southwest of the site of ancient 
Troy, Alexandria Troas was founded about 310 BC under the name of 
Antigoneia. The inhabitants of the new city came from the neighboring 
towns of Kebren, Kolone, Hamaxitos, Neandreia, and Skepsis. About a 
decade after its founding the place was enlarged by Lysimachos, king 
of Thrace, who renamed it Alexandria in honor of the memory of 
Alexander the Great. The city flourished and its prosperity continued 
into Roman times. 


This tetradrachm belongs to the period of the city’s autonomy follow- 
ing the devastating defeat of Antiochos III of Syria by the Romans at 
the battle of Magnesia in 189 BC. Apollo ‘Smintheus’ is depicted on 
both sides of the coin, the deity actually being named in the reverse 
inscription. The origin of his designation is uncertain, though it may be 
derived from sminthos, meaning ‘mouse’. Apollo Smintheus’ temple 
lay at Chryse, within the territory of Hamaxitus, one of the cities which 
had provided the original population of Alexandria. The statue of the 
god, by the celebrated Parian sculptor and architect Scopas, showed 
him standing with a mouse at his feet.

Founded in the 7th century BC by Aeolians on the site of ancient Troy, 
Ilium prospered and ultimately developed into a successful Hellenistic 
and Roman city. It possessed a famous temple of Athena (‘Tlias’) which 
was visited by King Xerxes of Persia and later by Alexander the Great. 
The Romans always had a high regard for Ilium because of the legend 
of Aeneas and the tradition that Rome’s founders were of Trojan origin. 
With the collapse of Seleukid authority in Asia Minor in 189 BC, Ilium, 
in common with many other communities of western Asia Minor, cele- 
brated its liberation from regal authority by issuing large and impres- 
sive tetradrachms. These honor the goddess Athena Ilias, whose hel- 
meted head appears as the obverse type whilst the reverse features her 
standing figure, probably the statue which stood within the sanctuary. 
The series extended down to the Ist century BC, the later issues being 
on smaller and thicker flans.

Situated southeast of Chios, Samos was an island of great importance 
boasting a long history of civilization stretching back to Mycenaean 
times. Although initially an ally of the Persians, after 480 BC Samos 
became a supporter of Athens in the formation of a Greek league to lib- 
erate the cities of Ionia from Achaemenid rule. Forty years later the 
imperialist Athenians under Perikles put down a Samian revolt and 
reduced the island to dependent status with the requirement to pay an 
indemnity. With the fall of Athens to Sparta at the end of the 
Peloponnesian War (404 BC), the Samians regained their independence, 
a change reflected by an extensive issue of silver tetradrachms and less- 
er denominations on the Rhodian weight standard. This freedom came 
to an end in 365 when Athens again captured Samos, the citizens being 
expelled to make way for an Athenian cleruchy who remained in pos- 
session of the island until shortly after Alexander’s death more than 
forty years later. This handsome tetradrachm from the early decades of 
the 4th century features a lion’s scalp and the forepart of an ox, both 
types apparently alluding to the city’s principal goddess, Hera. The 
temple of Hera at Samos was built circa 560 BC and was the largest of 

its day in the Greek world. Its sanctuary has recently been excavated.

The lion’s raised paw and the bull’s bent foreleg distinguish this type 
from the usual type with straight legs. Harlan Berk has suggested that 
this variant represents the inaugural issue of the Kroiseid gold coinage 
(see The Celator, October 1990). 


The Kingdom of Lydia, under the Mermnad dynasty, may well have 
been the originator of coinage in the Mediterranean world. It possessed 
rich deposits of electrum, an alloy of gold and silver, which was the only 
metal used for coin production in its earliest stages. The Lydians later 
demonstrated their ingenuity in monetary matters by introducing a 
bimetallic currency system, comprising coins struck in pure gold and 
silver instead of electrum which was of variable intrinsic value. This 
development took place under King Kroisos (560-546 BC), a monarch 
famed for his extraordinary wealth, at which time the types of the royal 
Lydian coinage were standardized to depict the confronted foreparts of 
a lion and a bull, possibly symbolizing the sun and the moon. Coins 
were struck in a range of denominations, both in gold and silver, the rel- 
ative value of the two metals at this time being 13.33 : 1. 


This very rare gold ‘heavy’ stater comes from the initial phase of 
Kroisos’ bimetallic coinage. It was intended to replace the heavier elec- 
trum stater of 14.2 grams, the equivalent value of which it was meant to 
represent. A silver stater of the same weight (about 10.9 grams) was also 
introduced at this time, the purpose being to simplify the conversion of 
existing stocks of electrum into the two other metals. The next step was 
to reduce the weight of the gold stater to 8.17 grams to simplify its rela- 
tionship to the silver piece (now 1:10) and to replace the silver stater by 
a half-stater worth one-twentieth of the new gold piece. When Lydia 
was conquered by the Achaemenid Persians under Cyrus in 546 BC, 
they adopted the existing Lydian currency system, the gold stater even- 
tually becoming the daric and the silver half stater the siglos.

Caria was a mountainous region of south-west Asia Minor with an 
indigenous population, living principally in hill-top villages, and 
important Greek foundations such as Knidos and Halikarnassos on the 
coast. In the 6th century BC the region was conquered by King Kroisos 
of Lydia and subsequently passed under Persian control. Under the 
Achaemenids, Caria was ruled by a succession of satraps who became 
increasingly independent as the power of the Great King began to 
wane. The satrap Hekatomnos of Mylasa (395-377 BC) was the first of 
these dynasts to issue a regular coinage in his own name. He was suc- 
ceeded by his eldest son Maussollos (377-353 BC) who transferred the 
capital from Mylasa to Halikarnassos as part of his policy of 
Hellenization. His magnificent tomb, the Mausoleum, was regarded as 
one of the seven wonders of the ancient world. Maussollos also moved 
the satrapal mint to Halikarnassos and all subsequent coins in the series 
were struck there. 


This beautiful didrachm was issued by the satrap Pixodaros, the 
youngest of Hekatomnos’ sons, who ruled Caria almost down to the 
time of Alexander the Great’s capture of Halikarnassos in 333 BC. The 
facing Apollo head is clearly modeled on the Helios head of the coinage 
of Rhodes, the powerful island state off the southern coastline of Caria. 
Zeus of Labranda (also called Labraundos) was a local Carian adapta- 
tion of the chief Olympian god. His temple lay on a remote hillside 
about eight miles north of Mylasa and his special symbol, the double 
axe (labrys), is his constant attribute.

Rhoontopates, a Persian noble, first appears in history during the reign 
of Philip II of Macedon. As Philip commenced his invasion of Asia, the 
satrap of Caria, Pixodaros, proposed an alliance to be sealed by the mar- 
riage of Pixodaros’ daughter with Philip’s son, Philip Arrhidaeos. As 
negotiations progressed, Alexander learned of the plans and secretly 
sent the famous actor Thettalos to Pixodaros to tell Pixodaros that Philip 
Arrhidaeos was a half-wit and to offer Alexander himself as bride- 
groom. Alexander’s meddling ruined the negotiations, no alliance was 
made, and Caria remained an enemy to resist Alexander in his eventu- 
al march through Asia. Pixodaros thereupon married his daughter to 
Rhoontopates, who was the first Persian to marry into the ruling fami- 
ly of Caria. Philip, infuriated by Alexander’s meddling, punished his 
son. The episode shows Alexander’s immaturity, as he did not realize 
that Philip was prepared to sacrifice Philip Arrhidaeos to a Carian mar- 
riage but would not have compromised his heir in such an alliance. 


After the death of Pixodaros in 334 BC, Rhoontopates succeeded him, 
and as Alexander marched south he found himself opposed by the man 
who had married the woman to whom he had offered himself. With the 
assistance of Greek mercanaries, Rhoontopates led a spirited defense of 
the capital city of Halikarnassos, which fell to Alexander after fierce 
fighting that helped establish Alexander’s reputation for siege warfare. 
Rhoontopates continued to hold outlying areas of Caria for a further 
few months, but in 333 BC Alexander’s conquest of the province was 
completed.

The Lycian coinage dates from the last quarter of the 6th century BC and 
initially showed a remarkable degree of uniformity of type (boar 
forepart/incuse punch). With the weakening of Persian power follow- 
ing the failure of Xerxes’ invasion of Greece, the Lycian cities began to 
assert their independence. One of the manifestations of this new spirit 
of freedom was the use of a wide variety of reverse types on the later 
5th century coinage. Toward the end of the century portraiture made its 
first appearance on the currency of this region with the depiction of ide- 
alized heads of Persian satraps. This was taken a step further in the 
early decades of the 4th century when the heads of two dynasts of the 
city of Antiphellos, Mithrapata and Perikla (Pericles), appeared on a 
remarkable series of silver staters. The head of Mithrapata is turned to 
the left whilst that of Perikla is depicted facing the spectator. 


Mithrapata’s coinage was totally unknown prior to the discovery in 
Turkey in 1957 of an important hoard on the eastern shores of the 
Podalia Lake, near the village of Bucak. Eight portrait dies of 
Mithrapata are now known, one of which has idealized features whilst 
the others, such as this splendid example, have the noble countenance 
of an elderly man. The lion’s head on obverse would seem to derive its 
inspiration from the coinage of Samos which must have been familiar to 
the people of this region. Nothing is known of the history of the reign 
of the dynast Mithrapata but his rule appears to have preceded that of 
Perikla and may perhaps be dated to the close of the first quarter of the 
4th century. Neither he nor Perikla have the accoutrements of Persian 
authority and they may have succeeded in establishing their indepen- 
dence of the Great King. It is recorded that Perikla extended his author- 
ity over the whole of Lycia at some date in the 360’s, but this brief peri- 
od of autonomy came to an end about 360 BC when Maussollos, satrap 
of Caria, invaded Lycia and added its cities to his own realm.

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Seleukos Nikator, son of Antiochos and founder of the Seleukid 
dynasty, was one of Alexander the Great’s Macedonian ‘Companions’, 
though he was never one of the conqueror’s principal generals. He 
accompanied Alexander to Asia and commanded the royal bodyguard 
during the Indian campaign against King Porus. In the division of the 
empire following Alexander’s death in 323 BC Seleukos did not receive 
a satrapy, but instead served under the regent Perdikkas until the lat- 
ter’s murder in 321/320. Seleukos was then appointed satrap of 
Babylonia but five years later the increasing power of Antigonos the 
One-eyed forced him to flee to his friend Ptolemy in Egypt. Finally, in 
312 BC, Seleukos regained control of his satrapy, the date of his return 
to Babylon (7 October) marking the commencement of the Seleukid Era. 
In 305, along with several other of the ‘Successors’, Seleukos took the 
title of King and then, following in the footsteps of Alexander, 
embarked on an eastern campaign during which he acquired 500 Indian 
war elephants. In 301, in alliance with King Lysimachos of Thrace, he 
defeated Antigonos at the battle of Ipsos thereby gaining control of 
northern Syria which was to become the heartland of the Seleukid king- 
dom. Two decades later, at the age of 77, Seleukos added Asia Minor to 
his dominions by defeating his old ally Lysimachos at Corupedium. But 
in the following year (280 BC) the longest surviving of the Diadochi 
(‘Successors’) of Alexander was assassinated by Ptolemy Keraunos, the 
renegade son of his late friend, the King of Egypt. 


This splendid tetradrachm represents one of the most interesting issues 
of the reign of Seleukos I Nikator. The fine portrait head used to be 
regarded as that of Seleukos himself, but most scholars now agree that 
Alexander is the more likely subject, depicted with the attributes of the 
god Dionysos, the legendary conqueror of the Orient. The reverse type 
is symbolic not only of Alexander’s eastern conquests but also the suc- 
cesses of Seleukos himself in his encounter in 304 BC with Sandracottus 
(Chandragupta), founder of the Mauryan Empire. Newell regarded this 
coinage as a product of the Persepolis mint, dating to after circa 300 BC, 
with a reverse type commemorative of the battle of Ipsos. On the reat- 
tribution to Susa, see Houghton (Notes on the early Seleucid Victory 
coinage of ‘Persepolis’ in SNR 59, 1980, pp. 5-14). It was produced con- 
temporaneously with the Alexandrine issues of Susa with which it 
shares many symbols and monograms.

The third king of the Seleukid dynasty Antiochos II ‘Theos’ was the son 
of Antiochos I and Stratonike. He succeeded his father in 261 BC but 
there is little detailed information regarding the events of his reign due 
to the meagerness of the sources. His attempt to wrest control of south- 
ern Syria, Phoenicia and Palestine from Ptolemy II of Egypt ended in 
failure (‘Second Syrian War’), whilst the most easterly of the territories 
of the vast Seleukid Empire were lost when the province of Baktro- 
Sogdiana declared its independence under the satrap Diodotos who 
became the first in the long line of Indo-Greek kings (circa 256 BC). 


This tetradrachm is attributed to the mint of Tarsos, the old royal capi- 
tal of Cilicia and the seat of the Persian satraps. Tarsos had come under 
Seleukid control about 294 BC when Seleukos I captured Cilicia from 
Demetrios Poliorketes. The reverse has the traditional dynastic type of 
the seated Apollo, patron deity of the Seleukids. Antiochos I had estab- 
lished games in the god’s honor and installed an omphalos at Antioch 
to rival the one at Delphi.

Antiochos III, second son of Seleukos II, was one of the most charis- 
matic individuals in the history of the Seleukid monarchy. He came to 
the throne in 223 BC at the age of only 19 and after initial setbacks soon 
proved himself to be a soldier of outstanding ability. Between 212 and 
205 he campaigned vigorously in the East in an attempt to revive 
Seleukid authority in Parthia and Baktria. But he made a serious mis- 
calculation when he underestimated the military strength of Rome and 
the degree of the Senate’s interest in the affairs of the eastern 
Mediterranean. In 196 he invaded Europe in order to recover Thrace for 
his kingdom and immediately found himself confronted by vigorous 
Roman opposition. 


His intervention in Greece three years later led to armed conflict 
between the two great powers. Antiochos was worsted in two battles, at 
Thermopylae and at Magnesia ad Sipylum in western Asia Minor, and 
was obliged to accept humiliating peace terms which, in effect, ended 
the Seleukid role as a great Mediterranean power. Antiochos had to 
hand over his possessions in Asia Minor to Rome’s ally, the kingdom of 
Pergamon. Broken in spirit and with his life’s work undone, he marched 
east again but was assassinated soon afterwards (187 BC). This rare 
tetradrachm variety was originally listed by Newell (in WSM) under 
“Uncertain Mints”. Later, Morkholm (following Seyrig) made a tenta- 
tive attribution to the Mesopotamian city of Nisibis with a date in the 
closing stages of the reign, circa 195-190 BC.

Antiochos IV (Epiphanes), third and youngest son of Antiochos the 
Great, was born about 215 BC. Following the battle of Magnesia in 189, 
the young prince was sent as a hostage to Rome and was thus unable to 
play an active role in Seleukid politics throughout the reign of his elder 
brother, Seleukos IV. In 175 Seleukos was murdered by his minister 
Heliodoros who attempted to install on the Syrian throne Antiochos, the 
5-year-old younger son of the late king. An elder son, Demetrios, had 
only recently been sent to Rome as a hostage in place of his uncle 
Antiochos who was on his way back to Syria at the time of his brother’s 
murder. Antiochos now saw his opportunity to seize power in Syria and 
he hastened to Antioch where he overthrew Heliodoros and ascended 
the throne of his ancestors. 


The new king soon showed that he was no traditionalist, replacing the 
time-honored reverse type of seated Apollo on the Seleukid coinage 
with an enthroned figure of Zeus Nikephoros, and adopting the 
grandiose and provocative title “God Manifest”. Rome was forced to 
intervene when he led a series of invasions of Egypt between 170 and 
168 BC and Antiochos was obliged to withdraw, though he claimed a 
great victory. The following year he had to face a serious Jewish revolt 
led by Judas Maccabaeus, the result of a tactless policy of hellenization. 
This issue was still unresolved at the time of his sudden death while on 
campaign in Persis during the winter of 165/4 BC. The coinage of 
Epiphanes’ reign is of great interest and marks a turning point in the 
iconography of Seleukid numismatics. This tetradrachm — a rare issue 
still retaining the traditional seated Apollo type — was minted at Ake- 
Ptolemais which had become the administrative seat of Phoenicia, 
Palestine and Coele-Syria following its capture by Antiochos III in 200 
BC. Ake remained an important Seleukid mint down to the final decade 
of the 2nd century when it was conquered by Alexander Jannaeus.

The elder son of Demetrios I Soter (162-150 BC), Demetrios II Nikator 
appeared to have lost his royal inheritance when, in 150 BC, the 
Seleukid throne was seized by the usurper Alexander Balas. However, 
with the support of Ptolemy VI of Egypt, Demetrios succeeded in over- 
throwing Balas (145 BC) and ascending his father’s throne. But there 
was much opposition to his rule, which was largely confined to the 
cities of the Phoenician coast, whilst Antioch was in the hands of the 
pretender Diodotos Tryphon. In 140 Demetrios embarked on a military 
campaign against the Parthians but fell into his opponents’ hands and 
was then held in honorable captivity at the Arsakid court for the fol- 
lowing decade. In the meantime, the Seleukid throne was occupied by 
his younger brother, Antiochos VII, who had succeeded in disposing of 
the usurper Tryphon and in restoring something of the much-tarnished 
prestige of the Syrian kingdom. At this point the Parthians released 
their royal captive in order to stir up fraternal strife in the neighboring 
state. Antiochos was defeated and killed by the Parthians soon after- 
wards (129 BC) and Demetrios II resumed his place on the throne of his 
ancestors. However, his second reign was brought to an abrupt end four 
years later when yet another pretender, Alexander II Zabinas, succeed- 
ed (with the help of Ptolemy VIII of Egypt) in seizing control of the 
kingdom and eliminating the legitimate occupant of the throne. 


This handsome tetradrachm of Attic weight was issued at. the 
Phoenician mint of Sidon. It depicts Demetrios sporting the luxuriant 
beard which he had acquired during his years of Parthian captivity. The 
reverse type of seated Zeus had been popular on the Seleukid coinage 
since the time of Antiochos IV (175-164 BC) and on the tetradrachms of 
Demetrios’ second reign it replaced the standing figure of Athena which 
had been used by his brother Antiochos VII.

The remarkable imitative Alexander-type coinage of Arabia, production 
of which appears to have been concentrated in both the Eastern 
Province of Saudi Arabia and the territory of the United Arab Emirates, 
has only recently received the detailed attention of scholars. One of the 
principal prototypes seems to have been the tetradrachm coinage of 
Arados in Phoenicia minted between 245 and 166/165 BC (cf. Price 
3365-3405).

The ancient sources have supplied us with little detailed information 
regarding the history of the Indo-Greek kingdom. In consequence, the 
evidence of the coinage is of vital importance in any attempt to recon- 
struct the story of the kings who ruled in Baktria and, later, in the area 
south of the Hindu Kush from the mid-3rd century to the end of the 1st 
century BC. The coinage of Agathokles, who seems to have ruled dur- 
ing the second decade of the 2nd century, is of special interest. In addi- 
tion to his regular portrait tetradrachms, he issued a remarkable series 
of ‘restoration’ types honoring the memory of a whole range of prede- 
cessors right back to Alexander himself (cf. Bopearachchi Series 12-18). 
This one commemorates Euthydemos I who defeated the attempt of 
Antiochos III to recover his eastern provinces and compelled the 
Seleukids to recognize Baktria’s autonomy.

Eukratides I, sometimes called ‘the Great’, is probably the most cele- 
brated of the Indo-Greek kings. Initially a usurper against Demetrios II, 
he ultimately prevailed over all opposition to his supremacy and went 
on to reign for a quarter of a century until his assassination by one of his 
sons, probably Plato. The coinage of Eukratides is of truly imperial 
magnificence. It includes the largest known gold coin from the ancient 
world, a medallic 20-stater piece weighing 169 grams found at Bukhara 
in 1867. This extremely rare gold stater is of the same type as this 
famous piece, though with a different control-monogram in the reverse 
field.

This extremely rare and important type is to be associated with the pres- 
ence in Egypt of the Achaemenid Great King Artaxerxes III (359/8—338 
BC) who was there in 343 BC to restore the country to Persian rule fol- 
lowing a period of revolt. The particular importance of this variety lies 
in its combination of an Egyptian demotic inscription (apparently nam- 
ing Artaxerxes as Pharaoh of Egypt) with the Aramaic letters ayin and 
samek. These link the issue to the succeeding coinage which names in 
Aramaic script the satrap Sabakes who died at the battle of Issus in 333 
BC, the year prior to Alexander the Great’s conquest of Egypt.

Ptolemy II Philadelphos, son of Ptolemy I and Berenike I, was born in 
308 BC on the island of Kos. At the age of twenty he married Arsinoe I, 
daughter of King Lysimachos of Thrace, and three years later (285 BC) 
was elevated by his father to the position of co-ruler. This ensured the 
smooth transfer of power in the Ptolemaic kingdom on the death of 
Ptolemy I in 283. The long reign of Ptolemy II was a period of expansion 
for Egypt and witnessed the acquisition of large areas of overseas terri- 
tory, in the Aegean, Asia Minor and Syria. The capital city of Alexandria 
was embellished with many splendid new buildings, such as the Pharos 
(lighthouse), Museum, and Library, and a canal was constructed linking 
the Nile and the Red Sea. 


This attractive gold pentadrachm continues a type initiated in the latter 
part of the reign of Ptolemy I. It has the eagle of Zeus on the reverse 
which was to become the standard type for the Ptolemaic coinage down 
to the end of the dynasty. The oval shield in the left field appears to have 
been the personal emblem of Ptolemy II, though its precise significance 
is unclear. The gold pentadrachm and the silver tetradrachm were the 
principal denominations in the closing years of Ptolemy I's reign and in 
the early part of his son’s sole rule. With the ratio between gold and sil- 
ver fixed at 1:12, the gold pentadrachm was the equivalent of 15 silver 
tetradrachms or 60 drachms.

At the end of the First Punic War in 246 BC, Carthage found herself con- 
fronted with a dilemma. Large numbers of Greek, Italian and African 
mercenaries had been hired to pursue the war with Rome, and now 
Carthage, defeated and bankrupt, did not have any money for the pay 
owed to them. Rebellion broke out in Sardinia and Africa. The latter sit- 
uation became critical when one of the leaders, Matho, a native Libyan, 
inspired the native population to join the mercenaries against their 
Punic Carthaginian overlords. 


Military unrest became a nationalist war of liberation. Coins were 
struck in the name of Libya and “M”, which has been taken as either 
“machanat” - the Camp (of the mercenaries), or perhaps Matho, their 
leader. The first issues were apparently on overstruck Carthaginian sil- 
ver shekels, but later issues are found on newly prepared flans, 
although the fineness of the silver seems to vary greatly. Hamilcar 
Barca, the great Carthaginian general, finally suppressed the revolt in 
238 BC.

Juba II was born about 50 BC, the son of King Juba of Numidia who lost 
his kingdom and his life following Caesar’s victory over the Pompeians 
at Thapsus (46 BC). The child was brought to Rome to adorn the dicta- 
tor’s triumph and then remained in the capital where he received a 
good education and was later granted Roman citizenship. During this 
time he became a close friend of Octavian who was thirteen years his 
senior. In 25 BC Octavian, now Rome’s first emperor under the name of 
Augustus, granted his friend Juba the North African Kingdom of 
Mauretania which had been annexed by the Romans following the 
death of Bocchus III in 33. About five years later Juba II married the 20- 
year-old Cleopatra Selene, daughter of Mark Antony and Queen 
Cleopatra VII of Egypt, who had been brought up by the emperor's sis- 
ter, Octavia, following her parents’ suicide in Alexandria in 30 BC. Juba 
was the author of many books, all unfortunately lost, though Pliny the 
Elder and Plutarch were among the many authors who used his writ- 
ings as a source. He survived to an advanced age and was eventually 
succeeded by Ptolemy, his son by Cleopatra Selene, in 23 AD. This dated 
denarius was issued in Juba’s final year. Its reverse type clearly refers to 
his late wife’s Ptolemaic ancestry.

In the recent CNG publication, Treasures of Ancient Coinage: From the 
Private Collections of American Numismatic Society Members, Catharine C. 
Lorber catalogued a coin of Maximinus I Thrax from Anchialus in 
Thrace with a very similar reverse type to the present coin (see pg. 121, 
no. 110). Lorber summarized the type as “...a symbolic map of the cos- 
mos. Zeus, chief of the gods, is the central figure, with personifications 
of earth and sea reclining at his feet, and the sun and moon above his 
head. Surrounding this scene is a broad band containing the twelve 
signs of the zodiac. The entire design reflects the common belief of 
third-century Romans that their lives were shaped by higher powers. 
This schema and variations on it were employed by numerous mints for 
different emperors from the mid-second through the mid-third cen- 
turies.”

Founded in 342 BC by Philip II, king of Macedon, Philippopolis was 
strategically located at the hub of the road system of inland Thrace. In 
Roman times it became the center of the provincial government of 

‘ace and was frequently referred to as ‘Trimontium’ because of the 
topography of the region. Its ‘provincial’ coinage in Roman Imperial 
times is on a considerable scale and includes many types of local inter- 
est. During the latter part of Caracalla’s reign there was an important 
output of bronzes in the name of the ‘League of Thracian Cities’ (Koinon 
Thrakon) issued on the occasion of the Alexandrian Pythian Games cel- 
ebrated in 214 AD. This interesting agonistic series is doubtless con- 
nected with the emperor’s presence in the province at the time of his 
campaigns against the lazyges and the Goths.

Athens, in the Roman Imperial period, had declined to the status of a 
provincial university city still living on the prestige and memories of its 
glorious past. However, as one of the shrines of Greek civilization it 
always occupied a special place in the hearts and minds of cultured 
Romans. It was especially favored by the philhellene Emperor Hadrian 
and it was probably from the time of his reign (117-138 AD) that its 
remarkable ‘pseudo-autonomous’ imperial bronze coinage dates. This 
continued for about a century, perhaps until the time of Gordian III 
(238-244) or even a little later. The obverse invariably depicts a helmet- 
ed head of the goddess Athena. The reverses, however, are numerous 
and often of great interest, showing buildings, statues and mythological 
scenes. This type illustrates the contest between Poseidon and Athena 
for the possession of Athens. In mythology the olive tree was the gift of 
the goddess to Attica.

SIX GOLD STATERS OF THE 
KINGS OF BOSPOROS 


Originally part of the kingdom of Mithradates VI of Pontos, the 
Cimmerian Bosporos, on the northern shores of the Pontos Euxinos 
(Black Sea), became a separate kingdom on the defeat of 
Mithradates by the Romans in 63 BC. Pompey allowed the late 
king’s son, Pharnakes, to rule this remote territory and it remained 
a separate kingdom down to the death of Asander in 17 BC. 
Augustus then attempted to reunite it with the Pontic kingdom 
under Polemo. However, this arrangement was doomed to early 
failure and following Polemo’s overthrow in 8 BC Bosporos was 
ruled by Aspurgus (8 BC- 38 AD), whilst Pontos came under the 
authority of Polemo’s widow Pythodoris (8 BC-22/3 AD). Caligula 
again briefly reunited Pontos and Bosporos under Polemo II, 
grandson of Pythodoris (38-41 AD), but after Caligula’s assassina- 
tion Bosporos was ruled by Aspurgus’ son Mithradates. 


In about 63 AD Nero temporarily annexed Bosporos as a base for 
his projected Sarmatian campaign, but five years later the kingdom 
was restored under Rheskuporis (68-90 AD). In the meantime, the 
Pontic kingdom had ended in 64 AD when the territory was 
annexed by Nero and reduced to provincial status. Bosporos con- 
tinued its semi-independent existence down to the mid-4th centu- 
ry AD and its kings issued an interesting series of gold staters and 
bronze coins. The former usually bore the heads of the Bosporan 
ruler and the contemporary Roman emperor (or emperors), though 
in the later Julio-Claudian period sometimes imperial portraits 
were shown on both sides. The staters are dated according to an era 
commencing in October, 297 BC. Although initially of good gold 
they became increasingly debased as the series progressed (elec- 
trum, silver, billon, and eventually bronze).

Nicaea (modern Iznik) was an inland city of Bithynia in northwestern 
Asia Minor. Founded by Antigonus about 316 BC on the site of the for- 
mer Ancore it was renamed by Lysimachos and subsequently became 
one of the leading cities of the Bithynian kingdom (3rd-1st cent. BC). In 
Roman times it controlled a vast territory, thanks to grants made by 
Pompey, and a spirited rivalry existed between Nicaea and the former 
royal capital, Nicomedia. Nicaea’s local coinage in imperial times was 
prolific, with many interesting types. The precise significance of this 
one is unclear, though it should be noted that the Bithynian king Prusias 
II (circa 185-149 BC) had chosen to depict the gentle and educated 
Centaur Chiron on some of his bronze coins (cf. BMC 8-17).

In the fall of 214 AD Caracalla visited the shrine of Asklepios at 
Pergamon ostensibly to seek the god’s help in curing his various dis- 
eases that he had succumbed to while in Germany (probably physio- 
logical moreso than psychological!). Caracalla must have received some 
respite from his illnesses as he then ordered the reconstruction of the 
temple of Asklepios as well as the temples of Roma, the deified 
Augustus, Zeus Philos and the deified Trajan. Of course, these acts 
would have endeared Caracalla to the Pergamenes who then struck a 
special series of medallions commemorating this historic visit. 


The present coin is part of this wonderful series and depicts Caracalla 
as the high priest of Pergamon wearing the priestly garb. Caracalla 
dominates the scene as before him is the much smaller figure of an axe- 
wielding concomitant preparing to sacrifice a bull. Above this scene is 
the tetrastyle Asklepieion with the cult-statue of Asklepios residing 
within the shrine. The positioning of the temple is meant to convey 
some perspective within the scene, a rare occurrence in numismatic art 
and an obvious challenge for the celator of this piece.

The mint of Caesarea in Cappadocia played an important role in the 
early stages of the reign of Septimius Severus. It supplied both silver 
and bronze denominations for circulation over a wide area to augment 
the supply of Roman coinage during the period of civil war between 
Severus and his eastern rival, Pescennius Niger, which resulted in the 
latter’s defeat and death in 195 AD. Production continued until regnal 
year 5 (197/8) in connection with the early stages of Severus’ Parthian 
War, but a substantial increase in the supply of Roman denarii from the 
newly-organized Syrian minting center at Laodikea seems to have 
made further issues from Caesarea unnecessary. 


The cessation of the minting of Roman denominations at Laodikea in 
202 led to a resumption of the production of “local’ silver in the East, 
principally from Laodikea and Antioch in Syria and from Caesarea in 
Cappadocia. At Caesarea the practice of dating the coins reveals that 
this production continued steadily throughout the last six years of 
Severus’ reign (205-211 AD). The identity of the curious building on this 
extremely rare and apparently unrecorded drachm is wholly uncertain. 
Presumably it represents some familiar structure within the city, or per- 
haps on the holy mountain Argaeus, but if so it is remarkable that it 
appears on no other coin type. The mystery awaits a solution.

The Romans revived the coinage of King Philip Philadelphos in the 50’s 
BC under the proconsul Aulus Gabinius. Issues were minted with the 
monograms of Gabinius, Crassus and Cassius, and then circa 49/48 BC 
the proconsul’s monogram was replaced by one standing for either 
Antioch or ‘Autonomous’. Aulus Gabinius gained fame as one of 
Pompey the Great's generals, and in his position as governor of Syria he 
played an important role in the inter-family battles of the Jewish priest- 
kings, the Hasmoneans.

Pertinax Junior survived his father’s assassination and was subse- 
quently placed in charge of a sacerdotal (priestly) college by Septimius 
Severus who thought highly of the younger Pertinax. Unfortunately, he 
was put to death on the orders of Caracalla as a supporter of Geta in 212 
AD. The Alexandrian coinage of Pertinax Junior and his mother Titiana 
is the only known coinage for the family of Pertinax Senior. Hence for 
collectors seeking a complete set of Imperial portraits, this coin repre- 
sents one of the only possibilities for Pertinax Junior (a couple of 
Alexandrian bronzes are also known but not confirmed by this cata- 
loguer). The only specimen to trade hands in recent memory is the 
Nelson Bunker Hunt coin which was sold in the 1990 sale of his collec- 
tion, and then subsequently sold again by this firm by private treaty to 
a prominent east coast collector. If the present coin is indeed the Dattari 
coin, then there are only four tetradrachms known for Pertinax Caesar 
(three with the Nike reverse type) with only two examples in private 
hands. Of the utmost interest to both the Alexandrian and Imperial spe- 
cialist!

The Alexandrian coinage of Septimius Severus and his family is gener- 
ally quite rare and always highly coveted by collectors of the series. 
This rarity has been demonstrated by the unusually high number of 
both obverse and reverse die links that have been recorded over the 
span of Severus’ coinage, including reverse links with other coins of his 
family. The rarity of Severus’ Alexandrian coinage is generally attrib- 
uted to his parsimonious economic policies, and the fact that there was 
a surplus of circulating coinage in Egypt due to the recoining efforts of 
Commodus.

This rare coin depicts the proconsul, Lucius Apronius, who held his 
position in Africa between 18 and 21 AD. In 20 AD, he attacked and 
defeated the rebel Tacfarinas, avenging the previous summer's defeat of 
Furius Camillus. He was noted for taking harsh measures to maintain 
discipline within his troops including the use of a lottery to single out 
every tenth man for death from a disgraced unit. Later, in 28 AD, while 
serving as propraetor of Germania Inferior, he suffered terrible losses 
before repelling a Frisii invasion. But due to the Senate’s preoccupation 
with Sejanus, his career was not affected by this embarrassment. See 
RPC pp. 188-189 for a discussion of why this coin should be reattributed 
to Hippo Regius from the traditional attribution of Hippo Diarrhytos. 


ROMAN REPUBLICAN 
CAST COINAGE 


Bronze was, from very early times, the traditional medium of 
exchange for the peoples of central Italy. Economically and cultur- 
ally the region was very backward when compared with the high- 
ly developed societies of the Greek colonies in the south. Initially, 
the population of this area, including the Romans, made do with 
irregular lumps of bronze, known as Aes Rude, for their currency 
requirements. These bore no official mark guaranteeing their value 
and all transactions would have required the use of scales. 
Eventually, toward the close of the 4th century BC, a somewhat 
more sophisticated currency came into being in central Italy with 
the production of cast bronze bars with designs on both sides. 
These large and cumbersome pieces are known today by the term 
Aes Signatum. Later still, probably about 280 BC, cast bronze 
coinage on circular flans (Aes Grave) was introduced and gradually 
superseded the bars as the 3rd century progressed, the transition 
being complete by about the time of the end of the First Punic War 
(241 BC). Aes Grave was produced in a range of denominations, ini- 
tially from the as (weighing approximately 324 grams or one 
Roman pound) down to its twenty-fourth, the semuncia. 
Occasionally, multiples of the as were issued and as inflation took 
its toll in the final phase of the cast bronze coinage, the lowest 
denominations ceased to be issued.

During the fifth and fourth centuries BC, the Romans and their cen- 
tral Italian neighbors used Aes Rude (irregular cast lumps of bronze 
of greatly varying weights) for their currency needs. Toward the 
close of the fourth century BC, a more sophisticated system came 
into existence with the introduction of Aes Signatum which were of 
a relatively consistent weight and bore designs on both sides. The 
average weight of the known specimens is around 1500 grams and 
they probably represented a value of five asses (quincussis) or five 
Roman pounds. Only a handful of complete specimens have sur- 
vived, as these were often broken into fragments representing sub- 
divisions of the full bar. The obverse and reverse type of this exam- 
ple refer to a Roman naval victory during the First Punic War. On 
this specimen, the obverse type refers to the cult of the Dioscuri and 
recalls the role of Castor and Pollux as protectors of the sailors. The 
reverse type is an obvious allusion to Neptune, god of the sea. 


Bahrfeldt knew of only two examples of this variety, one in the 
British Museum and one in the Bibliotheque Nationale. This bar, 
superior in condition to both, is part of a hoard found between 
Rome and Naples. Of all 8 issues of Aes Signatum, only 31 exam- 
ples were known, most in museums. This hoard added 6 or 7 more; 
its contents were as follows: 1). Elephant/Sow, Crawford 9/1 (not 
yet published), 2). Anchor/Tripod, Crawford 10/1, 1645 grams 
(Leu Auktion 42, lot 34), 3). Chickens/Tridents, Crawford 12/1, 
1487 grams (Leu Auktion 42, lot 35), 4). Chickens/Tridents, 
Crawford 12/1, 1650 grams (NAC Sale 9, lot 410), 5). 
Chickens/Tridents, Crawford 12/1, 1145 grams (Athena Sale 2, lot 
247; NAC Sale 5, lot 205), 6). Chickens/Tridents, Crawford 12/1, 
1461 grams (this specimen), 7. Unknown issue. Besides the Aes 
Signatum, approximately 150 Aes Graves were found in this hoard, 
all Crawford issue 14, many of them Triens. Thus most of the coins 
in the hoard were Aes Grave, although the 6 or 7 ingots roughly 
equalled them in total weight. This implies that Crawford issue 14 
is contemporary with the Aes Signatum.

Silver was the principal metal of the Roman Republican coinage. The 
first Roman didrachms, of which this is an outstanding example, were 
produced about the time of King Pyrrhus’ invasion of Italy at the behest 
of the Tarentines (280 BC) and were struck on a weight standard derived 
from the currency of the Campanian city of Neapolis. This initial issue 
(Mars/horse’s head) seems to have been produced at the Greek mint of 
Metapontum, an attribution strongly suggested by the ear of barley 
appearing behind the horse’s head on the reverse. The dies for this first 
issue of Roman didrachms display the fine Greek style for which the 
Metapontine coinage was renowned. The head of Mars on the obverse 
closely resembles the portrait of Leukippos, the founder of 
Metapontum when it was resettled from Sybaris, which had appeared 
regularly on the Metapontine coinage in the latter part of the 4th centu- 

. The horse’s head on the reverse can only be inspired by the 
Carthaainitn coinage, notably the fine series of tetradrachms struck 
during the 4th century in Sicily (‘Siculo-Punic’). Although Rome and 
Carthage were later to become bitter rivals, at the time of this issue their 
relations were quite friendly.

This, the first gold coinage of the Roman Republic, was minted at a time 
of national crisis. In 218 BC Hannibal, the Carthaginian leader in Spain, 
led his army across the Alps and invaded northern Italy, thus beginning 
the Second Punic War. The invader won a series of brilliant victories cul- 
minating in the disastrous battle of Cannae, in 216 BC, in which the 
Romans are said to have lost 70,000 men. Gold staters and half staters 
were struck at this time having as their obverse type a beardless jani- 
form head perhaps representing the Dioscuri, the gods who gave spe- 
cial protection to the Romans on the field of battle. The attractive 
reverse type shows an oath-taking scene, the clear intention being to 
strengthen the resolve of Rome’s allies in the face of Hannibal’s intimi- 
dating presence. The weight standard of the half-stater is three scripu- 
la, or scruples.

The quadrigatus-didrachm, the last Roman didrachm type, was intro- 
duced about seven years before the outbreak of the Second Punic War. 
It represented the principal war coinage of the Romans in the earlier 
stages of the epic struggle with Hannibal but was eventually super- 
seded by the denarius in the currency reform of circa 212/211 BC. The 
beardless janiform heads on the obverse are sometimes taken to repre- 
sent the Dioscuri, the brothers Castor and Pollux, whose galloping fig- 
ures were to monopolize the reverses of the denarius in its initial phase. 
The quadrigatus received its name from the four-horse chariot in which 
Jupiter is depicted on the reverse.

Rome’s military successes in the later stages of the Second Punic War, 
especially the capture and sack of Syracuse, enabled her to undertake a 
fundamental reform of the coinage in 211 BC. This included the intro- 
duction of a series of three small gold denominations valued at 60, 40, 
and 20 asses. The types were identical in each case, a bearded head of 
Mars, god of war, on obverse, and an eagle on thunderbolt (represent- 
ing Jupiter) on reverse. The issue extended over a period of about three 
years and Rome seems to have been the principal mint (see lot 874). This 
rare variant has a reverse symbol ear of grain probably indicating a 
mint in Sicily, perhaps even the newly-conquered Syracuse itself.

The rapid decline in the weight standard of the Roman Republican 
bronze coinage, occasioned by Rome’s military catastrophes at the 
hands of the Carthaginian Hannibal in the early stages of the Second 
Punic War, was finally halted by the enactment of the sweeping curren- 
cy reform of circa 211 BC.

The highly original designs of the coinage of the moneyer Tiberius 
Veturius have occasioned much scholarly comment. The depiction of an 
oath-taking scene on the denarius recalls the initial issue of Roman gold 
in the early stages of the Second Punic War (see lot 844). It may refer to 
the treaty of Caudium concluded with the Samnites in 321 BC following 
the disaster at the Caudine Forks. A Roman army was ambushed by the 
Samnites in a mountain pass and forced to capitulate. One of the con- 
suls who negotiated this treaty was an ancestor of the moneyer, T. 
Veturius Calvinus. Crawford's dating of this issue is substantially earli- 
er than that of Grueber (93-92 BC) and Sydenham (110-108 BC). The 
type was later revived during the Social War by the Samnite leader C. 
Paapius Mutilus (see lot 1154).

Perhaps the most intersting coin in the entire collection, this denarius of 
M. Tullius is overstruck on a denarius of M. Furius L.f. Philus 
(Crawford 281/1; Furia 18). In front of Roma’s face, traces of the word 
ROMA and the back of Roma’s head are visible (from the reverse of 
Furia 18). On the reverse, in the exergue, the letters VR are visible and 
traces of Janus’ head are visible under the quadriga. As the coin of M. 
Furius L.f. Philus was struck first, the dating for these two moneyers 
needs to be revised. Unlike the bronze issues of the Roman Republic, sil- 
ver overstrikes are very rare. Crawford lists only seven examples 
known to him, and only a few other specimens have come to light in 
recent years.

The revolt of Rome’s Italian allies (socii, hence ‘Social War’) broke out 
toward the close of the year 91 BC and was the culmination of long- 
standing grievances occasioned by the Senate’s inept handling of for- 
eign relations. The Marsi were especially prominent in this movement, 
hence the name ‘Marsic Confederation’ which is often applied to the 
rebel state. The main fighting was in the years 90-89 BC and the rebel- 
lion assumed alarming proportions when both consuls for 90 BC were 
defeated by rebel armies. Rome appeared to be in serious danger of 
defeat, but the movement collapsed as suddenly as it had begun. The 
victory was probably achieved largely through the political concession 
of granting Roman citizenship to the enemy. Thereafter, all of Italy 
south of the Po was united by this common bond. 


The coinage of the Marsic Confederation is of great interest, consisting 
principally of silver denarii, some of which bear the names of the rebel 
generals. This exceptional specimen records a certain Gaius Paapius 
{Mutilus], consul of the rebel state and commander of the Samnite 
forces. Mutilus was heavily defeated by Sulla in the later stages of the 
war and his subsequent history is uncertain, though it is possible that 
he survived to extreme old age when a wealthy man described as “a 
leader of the Samnites during the Social War” was proscribed by the 
Triumviral government in 43 BC (cf. Appian, Civil Wars, iv. 25). The 
reverse depicts an oath-taking scene symbolizing the unity of the con- 
federation of Italian states. Interestingly, the entire coin type is closely 
modeled on an issue of the moneyer Tiberius Veturius whose coinage is 
dated by Crawford (234/1) to circa 137 BC (see lot 1085). Veturius’ 
reverse shows two soldiers taking the oath and is generally interpreted 
as referring to an agreement made with the Samnites in 321 BC (treaty 
of Caudium). This would have made it especially appropriate for an 
issue of the Samnite leader in the Social War.

This interesting issue from Massalia, with its strong military flavor, was 
produced by Flaccus while he was proconsul in Gaul. His title of imper- 
ator had been granted in recognition of victories in Spain as well as Gaul 
and he was honored with a triumph on his return to Rome in 81 BC. 
Crawford sees the issue as being associated with Sulla’s first moves 
against Sertorius in Spain. The letters ‘H’ and ‘P’ on the standards rep- 
resent hastati and principes, the former being those who stood in the first 
line in battle formations, the latter those who stood behind them.

Little is known of L. Papius, though he may have been the father of the 
moneyer L. Papius Celsus who issued coins circa 45 BC during Caesar’s 
dictatorship. The worship of Juno Sospita (or Caprotina) was intro- 
duced into Rome from Lanuvium, an ancient Latin city in the Alban 
Hills and doubtless the birthplace of the moneyer. The significance of 
the griffin on reverse is less obvious, though the fabulous creature may 
have had some connection with Juno Sospita of which we are now igno- 
rant.

There seems no reason to doubt the identification of this moneyer as the 
man who later went on to become Caesar’s magister equitum (‘master of 
horse’) and the colleague of Mark Antony and Octavian in the Second 
Triumvirate. This rare and attractive type relates to an event in the 
career of an illustrious ancestor of the moneyer, bearing the same name, 
who held the consulship in 187 BC. Fourteen years before he had been 
sent as part of a delegation to the East where the obvious weakness of 
the Egyptian kingdom under the young Ptolemy V was causing concern 
in the Roman Senate. The conscript fathers did not wish to see a change 
in the balance of power between the three principal Hellenistic king- 
doms. Although the reverse legend describes Lepidus as tutor regis 
(‘guardian of the king’) modern scholarship doubts this aspect of his 
mission. Prophetically, the coin also mentions the ancestor’s tenure of 
the office of pontifex maximus (chief pontiff) which he held from 180 BC 
until his death in 152. The moneyer himself was destined to hold that 
prestigious office for more than three decades, succeeding the slain dic-

Before embarking for north Africa from the Sicilian port of Lilybaeum, 
Caesar spent some time on the island organizing the invasion force with 
which he was going to confront Scipio and the other Pompeians. During 
this period (late 47 BC) a small issue of denarii was produced in 
Caesar’s name by Aulus Allienus who had been appointed proconsular 
governor of Sicily the preceding year. The issue — one of the rarest in 
the Caesarian series — was unusual in that it bore the name of one of 
the dictator’s lieutenants in addition to his own, a feature more charac- 
teristic of the Pompeian coinage. The Sicilian origin of this issue is made 
clear by the appearance of Trinacrus, reputedly a son of Neptune and 
the eponymous deity of the island. Venus here makes her first appear- 
ance on Caesar’s coinage. As the ancestress of the gens Iulia through 
Tulus, grandson of Venus and Anchises, the goddess was especially 
revered by the dictator and was to play a prominent role on the coinage 
of his final years.

Caesar’s victory over the Pompeians at Munda on 17 March 45 BC 
resulted in a total victory for the dictator, thus bringing to an end the 
Pompeian opposition to his supremacy in the Roman world. The 
remarkable Caesarian aes issue represented by this exceptionally well- 
preserved specimen would appear to be closely associated with the 
gold aurei and quinarii of L. Plancus struck in Rome in the autumn of 
45 BC for the purpose of distribution at Caesar’s Spanish triumph. The 
issue of Roman aes at this time was a great novelty as regular produc- 
tion had ceased four decades before and was not destined to be 
resumed until the Augustan reform of circa 19-18 BC. The idea proba- 
bly originated with the Pompeian coinage of bronze asses issued in 
Spain prior to the battle of Munda. Caesar’s issue would have served 
the purpose of low value donation pieces for distribution to the popu- 
lace during the triumphal procession through the streets of Rome. The 
bust of Victory and the warlike figure of Minerva convey a clear mes- 
sage that this was a special coinage issued for the celebration of a mili- 
tary success. Not a great deal is known of C. Clovius (or Cluvius), the 
prefect entrusted with the production of this most unusual coinage. We 
are not even sure of the precise nature of his prefectship, though it is 
tempting to assume that he was one of the six praefecti Urbi appointed 
by Caesar before he set out for Spain. In 44 BC he was governor of 
Cisalpine Gaul and there appear to be later references to him in the age 
of Augustus.

P. Servilius Casca Longus was one of the leading conspirators against 
Caesar and was actually the first to plunge his dagger into the dictator 
on the Ides of March, 44 BC. He later joined Brutus in the East and was 
entrusted with the command of a fleet. He fought bravely at Philippi, 
but when it became clear that all was lost he emulated his commander 
by committing suicide. This remarkable type, issued in the months pre- 
ceding Philippi, graphically symbolizes the anticipated defeat of the 
forces of tyranny which, in the view of the ‘liberators’, were aiming at 
the destruction of Rome’s republican constitution and its replacement 
by an autocratic form of government. It is ironic that while Casca’s 
denarius depicts Victory breaking the diadem of royal power, his aureus 
shows Brutus’ portrait surrounded by a similar symbol of regal or even 
divine status. The appearance of Neptune, god of the sea, is probably in 
celebration of Cassius’ naval exploits against the Rhodians, though it 
could equally well be in recognition of Casca’s own command.

The latter years of Julius Caesar’s shrewd domination of Roman politics 
had disaffected much of the Roman aristocracy, and events culminated 
with the assassination of Caesar on the Ides of March, 44 BC, freeing 
Republican Rome from tyranny. The coup was led by a handful of sen- 
ators, most notably Brutus and Cassius, and most of whom perished 
shortly afterward during the purges of the conspirators instigated by 
Antony and Octavian. Brutus’ role in the events of that day are signifi- 
cant; not only did he lead Caesar to the senate-house on the day of the 
assassination, but he also claimed descent from Rome’s first consul, L. 
Junius Brutus, who expelled the the last Tarquin king and established 
the Republic in 509 BC, freeing Rome from the earlier tyranny. 
Ironically, such was Caesar’s trust in Brutus that upon the reading of 
Caesar’s will, it was found that Brutus, along with Antony and 
Octavian, had been named heir. 


The “Eid Mar” denarius, one of the most famous rarities of all ancient 
coins, was struck in the summer of 42 BC at a mint moving with 
Brutus’s army in Greece. The date (Eid{ibus] Mar|tiis]) takes on the char- 
acter of a symbolic watchword, while the pileus represents liberty 
regained and the daggers are the messengers of the deed.

P. Cornelius Lentulus Spinther and M. Servilius were joint legates to 
Cassius and Brutus, and both issued coins in the names of both gener- 
als. Lentulus Spinther was born in 74 BC and assumed the toga virilis in 
57 BC, and in the same year was elected to the college of augurs. After 
the murder of Caesar, he joined the parties of Cassius and Brutus and 
was probably killed at Philippi. The reverse type of this coin refers to 
Lentulus’ appointment to the college of augurs and is one of the few 
instances in imperatorial coinage in which a moneyer used a reverse 
type that was personal to himself.

The second Triumvirate, Octavian, Mark Antony and Lepidus, was 
formed in November of 43. Following a period of the proscriptions, 
which saw the death of many leading figures including Cicero, and the 
battle of Philippi in 42 where the last of the Liberators, Brutus and 
Cassius fell, all hopes of returning to the Republican form of govern- 
ment were dashed. The Roman empire was divided among the 
Triumvirate, Antony in the East, Octavian in the West and Lepidus in 
Africa. M. Barbatius Pollio was a long time friend of Julius Caesar, and 
under the second Triumvirate, served as quaestor pro praetore to Antony 
in the East. 41 BC was a busy year for Antony, including his first meet- 
ing with Cleopatra in Tarsus, and it is not known exactly where this 
issue was produced, though Ephesus is sometimes suggested. Only 
three years after the first contemporary portrait coins had appeared in 
Rome, the type had become fully developed, with a large central por- 
trait and encircling inscription, upon which all later imperial iconogra- 
phy was based.

This remarkable issue of triple-denarii from Asia, the first for about a 
decade, commemorates the marriage of the elder Triumvir with his 
principal colleague’s sister. It celebrates Antony’s divine status as the 
‘New Dionysus’, an honor which had been bestowed on him at the time 
of his arrival in Ephesus in 41 BC. Although Octavia is not named on 
either variety of this coinage, there can be no doubt over the identifica- 
tion of the portrait given the firm chronology of the issue. Here her effi- 
gy appears atop the cista mystica, the special basket which served as a 
container for the sacred snakes used in the ceremonies for initiates into 
the cult of Dionysus.

Octavian’s IMP CAESAR coinage was a celebration of the final triumph 
of the Caesarian cause in the civil wars. It addressed the many themes 
of the ‘new order’ and was most appropriate to the period preceding 
the young Caesar’s magnificent triple triumph in mid-August 29 BC. Its 
large volume was made possible by the wealth of the Ptolemaic trea- 
sury, now safely in Roman hands, and was necessary for the recom- 
pense of soldiers newly retired from the disbanded legions and the 
financing of the lavish festivities in the capital. It seems probable that 
this was the first type to be issued in the IMP CAESAR series as it super- 
sedes an otherwise identical denarius with the earlier CAESAR DIVI F 
legend (RIC 263). It seems likely that the reverse type commemorates 
Octavian’s victorious entry into Alexandria on August 1, while the 
obverse looks back to Actium.

The production of cistophori (triple-denarii) from the mints of Provincia Asia was on an impressive scale during the early years of Augustus’ 
reign, attesting to the rapid recovery of economic wealth in the area following decades of pillage and exploitation during the civil wars. This 
attractive type is attributed by Sutherland (The Cistophori of Augustus and RIC I) to Pergamum and tentatively dated to the years 27-26 BC. 
Ephesus has similar types, but in a different style. The capricorn represents Augustus’ birth sign and was to appear frequently as a coin type 
during his reign. His birthday was September 23 (63 BC), which would have made him a Libra by the modern reckoning. However, it is clear 
from an astronomical work dating from the early part of Tiberius’ reign that the moon and not the sun was used as the basis for computations 
at that time. The moon was in Capricorn at the time of Augustus’ birth (cf. Melville Jones, A Dictionary of Ancient Roman Coins, pg. 47).

This denarius type is usually attributed to Colonia Patricia (modern 
Cordoba) in Spain. The obverse depicts the elaborate regalia (ornamenta 
triumphalia) of a successful general awarded to him on the occasion of 
his procession through the streets of Rome as triumphator. In 19 BC 
Augustus returned to Rome after a three-year absence in Greece and 
Asia and this coin type probably relates to the celebration of the military 
successes of this period, especially Tiberius’ activities in Armenia and 
the restoration by the Parthians of the standards captured from Crassus 
in 53 BC. The toga picta was an elaborate dress based on the attire of the 
Etruscan kings and is shown being worn over the funica palmata, a tunic 
decorated with representations of palm leaves. On either side are seen a 
legionary eagle, symbolic of the Roman army, and a triumphal wreath, 
or corona triumphalis. This was worn by the triumphator as he paraded 
through the streets of the capital in the elaborately adorned chariot 
which is depicted on the reverse.

The period of issue of Lucius Vinicius’ coinage is securely dated to 16 
BC by references to the seventh and eighth years of Augustus’ tribuni- 
cian power. The elaborate triumphal arch depicted on this rare issue has 
not been positively identified, though Hill (The Monuments of Ancient 
Rome as Coin Types, pp. 54-5) thinks it likely that it is one of the viae muni- 
tae arches, possibly the one built on the Milvian Bridge to fortify the 
Tiber crossing of the Via Flaminia.

Misattributed by BMC, the style and the fabric of this coin suggest that 
this coin belongs to an anonymous restitution issue of either Trajan or 
Hadrian. The restitution issues of Trajan are well known since the coins 
are marked with Trajanic legends. The fact that this coin retains its orig- 
inal legend without any mention of the issuer suggests that it is not part 
of the great restitution series of Trajan, but part of a later anonymous 
issue. Two other specimens have appeared at auction recently, the first 
in the Gil Steinberg Collection (Numismatica Ars Classica, 16 
November 1994), lot 181, the second in Numismatica Ars Classica 
Auction 8 (3 April 1995), lot 754. All four specimens (this piece, the BMC 
piece and the two NAC pieces) are from different, yet similar, dies. 
Apart from style, on all four specimens the lituus has a split base and is 
turned to the right, and the simpulum is large and rather bulbous and 
turned to the left, features not seen on the issues of Augustus. It will be 
interesting to see if more specimens come to light.

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Trial pieces or ‘patterns’ are a well-documented feature of the Roman 
Imperial coinage.

Under Augustus’ comprehensive reform of the monetary system a plen- 
tiful supply of aes coinage, in a range of denominations, was made 
available to the Roman populace for the first time in many years. Two 
metals were utilized — orichalcum (brass) for the more valuable 
denominations, copper for the lesser values. Many mints had been 
active during the decades of civil war which had preceded the estab- 
lishment of the principate and this situation prevailed in the early years 
of Augustus’ reign. Gradually, however, the production of precious 
metal coinage came to be concentrated at the great Gallic mint of 
Lugdunum (modern Lyon) while the regular aes denominations were 
issued principally from Rome. The supply of aes was augmented by the 
products of several important provincial establishments and this hand- 
some sestertius (one-sixteenth of the silver denarius) was issued from 
Lugdunum in the closing years of Augustus’ long reign. Parallel issues 
were produced in the name of the heir to the throne, the emperor’s step- 
son Tiberius. The reverse features the celebrated Altar of Lugdunum 
which had been dedicated by Augustus on August Ist, 10 BC.

An interesting characteristic of this coin is its lack of the praenomen 
Caius, obviously having been removed following the damnatio memori- 
ae, which called for the destruction or defacement of all images of the 
emperor, decreed by the Roman Senate following the death of Caligula. 
Occassionally, an example of further defacement of Caligula’s coins will 
be seen, usually a cut or punch mark defacing the portrait (cf. A. Banti 
and L. Simonetta, Corpus Nummorum Romanorum, vol. XIII, pg. 14, 
109/3). Most common, however, was the simple removal of the initial C 
(for Caius) in the legend. The paucity of Caligula’s coins in relation to 
coins of other members of the Julio-Claudian gens can be directly traced 
to the damnatio memoriae, as many of Caligula’s coins were destroyed.

Sestertii and dupondii in the name of Agrippina Junior have been found 
localized in the Balkan region, and were most likely struck at a local 
mint servicing the legions guarding the border. Only seven specimens 
of the sestertius were known to Von Kaenel, four examples in Berlin 
(three from the same obverse dies, all reverse dies different, and all with 
Balkan provenances), a fifth in the Sofia Museum, and another in 
Vienna.

Many of the types of Nero’s aes coinage are of considerable beauty and 
interest and are rendered with great artistic skill by the engravers. The 
elegant seated figure of Roma on this sestertius of 65 AD clearly draws 
its inspiration from similar representations of Athena on the Greek 
coinage of Lysimachus and the Pergamene kings. It was a popular motif 
on the post-reform coinage of Nero where it doubtless celebrates his 
rebuilding of parts of the city after the great fire of 64.

The relaxed and elegant seated figure of the goddess Securitas personi- 
fies the concept of freedom from anxiety, in this case referring to the sta- 
bility of the imperial house. That stability was to be severely shaken in 
65 AD with the conspiracy of Calpurnius Piso, and three years later 
Nero’s suicide ended the 99-year rule of the Julio-Claudian dynasty. 
Securitas was to become a popular type in later reigns but was here 
making her first appearance on the imperial coinage. There was much 
experimentation with the denominations of the aes coinage under Nero. 
This specimen, although clearly a dupondius because of the emperor’s 
radiate crown and the metal in which it is struck, lacks the mark of 
value ‘II’ (= 2 asses) which appears on the reverses of many of Nero’s 
dupondii and should be present on this issue attributed to circa 64 AD. 
Remarkably, it also lacks the regular formula for aes coinage ‘S C’ 
(Senatus Consulto, “by the authority of the Senate”). The omission of 
the senatorial sanction on an otherwise regular issue, together with the 
curious absence of the mark of value, suggests an unfinished die which 
mistakenly was authorized for use. MacDowall (The Western Coinages of 
Nero, pg. 172, note 2) records another specimen from this issue lacking 
the mark of value, with reverse type Macellum.

Although the globe is not visible at the point of the bust, we have still 
decided to attribute this piece to Lugdunum. The legend starts off large 
and well spaced, but after AVG the letters become smaller and more 
tightly arranged. The engraver realized he did not have enough room to 
finish the legend and began to squeeze in the final letters, the last P 
being engraved over the globe. 


The Macellum Magnum was Nero’s great provision-market probably 
ae from 59 AD. This magnificent structure, originally occupying the 
middle of a square lined with porticoes and shops, was located on the 
Caelian Hill. It survived in its original state until the late 4th century 
when its dilapidated condition necessitated a major reconstruction. 
During the turbulent 5th century the building again fell into partial ruin 
and in the latter part of the century it was transformed under Pope 
Simplicius (468-482) into the church of S. Stefano Rotondo.

Servius Sulpicius Galba, born of an aristocratic family in 3 BC and a 
favorite of the Empress Livia in his youth, had a most distinguished 
public career culminating in the governorhip of Hispania Tarraconensis 
in the latter part of Nero’s reign. When Vindex, governor of Gallia 
Lugdunensis, rebelled against Nero (March 68 AD), he invited Galba to 
join him and promised to support him as Nero’s replacement on the 
imperial throne. Vindex soon perished, but by then Galba had already 
committed himself to the revolt and Nero’s suicide soon afterwards 
assured his success. This anonymous denarius was produced by 
Galba’s supporters, perhaps at Tarraco, in the early days of the revolt 
(April 68). It proclaims Galba’s intention to assist the Senate in the over- 
throw of the tyrant and the restoration of constitutional freedom to the 
Roman people.

This beautiful denarius was issued in the final six months of the emper- 
or’s life. The precision in the dating is facilitated by the reference to 
Vespasian’s ninth consulship (COS VIIII) assumed on New Year’s Day, 
79. The Zodiacal sign Capricorn appearing on the reverse is clearly rem- 
iniscent of the precious metal coinage of Augustus. The revival of earli- 
er types, especially those of Rome’s first emperor, is a feature of 
Vespasian’s coinage. This program appears to draw parallels between 
the new dynasty, emerging from the chaos of the Civil Wars of 68-69 
AD, and the Julio-Claudians who brought order following the civil 
strife of the imperatorial period. The globe appearing beneath the capri- 
corn is a symbol of world dominion.

On the basis of its distinctive style this silver denarius may be attributed 
to an eastern mint, probably the Syrian capital of Antioch. It is dated by 
the emperor’s fourth consulship (COS IIII) to 72 or 73 AD and the 
reverse type commemorates the recent success of Roman arms in 
Judaea. It is, in fact, a revival of a sestertius type, with accompanying 
inscription IVDAEA CAPTA, issued in Rome in 71 (cf. BMCRE pl. 20, 8).

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This most unorthodox representation of Pax belongs to the large and 
important series of aes issued in 71 AD, the year which witnessed the 
joint triumph of Vespasian and Titus through the streets of Rome in cel- 
ebration of their victory in Judaea.

The year 71 AD saw an explosion in output at the Rome mint. There 
were three successive phases in the output of sestertii; the early period 
with the obverse legend spelled VESPASIANVS, the middle period 
with VESPASIAN, and the late period with VESPAS. In his study of the 
aes coinage of this year, Kraay located 311 different obverse dies used in 
71 AD, 165 dies for this middle period. During this middle phase of 
coinage, the primary emphasis was on the Judaea Capta type, with 67 
reverse dies (probably struck between May and July in connection with 
the triumph of Vespasian and Titus celebrated at the end of June), 
though the Roma types were also struck in large numbers with 45 
reverse dies.

This rare and interesting sestertius type was issued in 71 AD, the year 
which witnessed the great joint triumph of Vespasian and Titus through 
the streets of the capital in celebration of their victory in Judaea.

The emperor Vespasian, founder of the Flavian dynasty, was renowned 
for his down-to-earth sense of humor. One of the most amusing anec- 
dotes concerning him was recounted by the Roman historian Suetonius 
who reports that even on his death-bed he quipped “Dear me! I must be 
turning into a god” (Divus Vespasian 23). This denarius was issued by 
Titus after the deification of his late father. The reverse commemorates 
the victories achieved by Vespasian and Titus in Judaea a decade before 
which led to the establishment of the Flavian dynasty in place of the 
recently defunct Julio-Claudians.

Flavia Domitilla, daughter of Flavius Liberalis was, like her husband, of 
humble origin. They married during the reign of Caligula before 
Vespasian had achieved renown as a legionary commander during 
Claudius’ invasion of Britain in 43 AD. Two sons, Titus and Domitian, 
and a daughter, Domitilla the younger, were born to the couple, though 
the girl died young. Vespasian lost his wife while he was commanding 
the Roman forces in the Jewish War late in the reign of Nero. Her pass- 
ing went unheeded at the time, though once her husband had ascend- 
ed the imperial throne she was posthumously honored with the rank of 
Augusta. The silver denarii issued in the name of Diva Domitilla Augusta 
are of great rarity and their precise date of issue is uncertain. Some 
scholars have attributed them to the reign of her elder son Titus (79-81), 
others to the early years of Domitian (81-96). This magnificent specimen 
depicts the standing figure of the imperial Fortuna on reverse, a refer- 
ence to the unlikely chance which raised her family to such high honor.

Construction on the Colosseum began in 71 AD during the reign of 
Vespasian.

The only child of Titus, Julia was born about 65 AD and was granted 
the title of Augusta during her father’s short reign (79-81). After Titus’ 
death Julia’s husband, her cousin Flavius Sabinus, served as Domitian’s 
colleague in the consulship for 82, but two years later he was executed 
on the emperor’s orders. Thereafter, the widowed Julia, still only nine- 
teen, began living with her uncle Domitian as his mistress. On her early 
death in 91 she was deified and Domitian issued sestertii commemorat- 
ing “Diva Julia Augusta”. This beautiful denarius was issued by Titus 
in honor of his daughter. The modest figure of Venus Victrix, another 
Flavian appropriation from the Julio-Claudian coinage, was a most fit- 
ting type for the lovely young empress who was the daughter of the vic- 
tor in the Jewish War.

This attractive gold aureus of the young Domitian may be dated by the 
reference to the prince’s fifth consulship. The interesting reverse type 
features the ‘wolf and twins’ design, the symbol par excellence of the 
city of Rome. This was its first appearance as an independent type on 
the Roman imperial coinage though it was to occur frequently in suc- 
ceeding centuries down to Ostrogothic times. Its message here is the 
rebirth of Rome under the new Flavian regime following the chaos of 
the civil wars which had attended the violent downfall of the Julio- 
Claudians a decade before.

The principal types celebrating the Secular Games of 88 AD appeared 
on the aes denominations of Domitian’s coinage. There were, however, 
a few precious metal types and this rare denarius depicts the commem- 
orative cippus, or pillar, set up to record the staging of this celebrated 
event which was to be one of the few highlights of Domitian’s princi- 
pate. When Augustus decided to stage his Secular Games the length of 
the saeculum was fixed at 110 years. Domitian’s celebration of his Ludi 
Saeculares in 88 AD rather than 93 would seem to suggest that Augustus’ 
games of 17 BC had been postponed from an originally intended date of 
22 BC. However, Severus’ games of 204 AD were apparently calculated 
from the actual date of the celebration of the Augustan festival.

This enigmatic type belongs to a class of pseudo-currency some of 
which may have been intended to circulate as low-value denominations 
(mostly quadrantes), whilst others doubtless served non-numismatic 
functions, such as tickets or gambling counters. The precise meaning of 
the types and legends is unclear, though there seems to be some associ- 
ation with a military triumph.

M. Cocceius Nerva was born in the Umbrian hill town of Narnia about 
30 AD. He became a distinguished lawyer and was a close friend of the 
Emperor Nero who appears to have admired his poetry. Fortunately, 
this connection did not have a detrimental effect on his future career 
and he held two consulships under the Flavian Emperors — as the col- 
league of Vespasian in 71 and of Domitian in 90. It appears likely that he 
was implicated in the plot which led to Domitian’s assassination on 18 
September 96, as he was immediately elevated to the vacant throne. 
Despite the brevity of his reign Nerva’s coinage is full of interest and 
many of the types, especially on the sestertii, commemorate the ambi- 
tious program of reforms which he undertook. Much of the precious 
metal coinage, on the other hand, is devoted to appeals for military loy- 
alty. This rare aureus depicts the goddess Fortuna, personifying good 
luck and success, and the legend indicates that it is the emperor’s good 
fortune (Fortuna Augusti) which is being invoked.

The inherent weakness of Nerva’s regime lay in his lack of appeal to the 
military who felt aggrieved by the court assassination of the tyrant 
Domitian who had shown them considerable indulgence. In conse- 
quence, much of Nerva’s coinage is devoted to the theme of military 
loyalty. This handsome sestertius shows the clasped hands of unity 
holding a legionary aquila set on a prow, the latter symbolizing the 
imperial navy. Nerva, formerly a lawyer, cleverly defused the poten- 
tially calamitous situation by adopting as his heir the popular general 
Trajan who succeeded him in January 98.

The two decades of Trajan’s reign were filled with military conquests 
and glory. The emperor made no secret of his ambition to emulate the 
great conquerors of the past, Julius Caesar and Alexander the Great. In 
later times the period of his rule was looked back upon as a golden age, 
the mid-3rd century emperor Decius even assuming the name of Trajan 
on his accession in the vain hope of reviving past glories at a time of cri- 
sis. For the last time in her history Rome added to her empire by mili- 
tary conquest. The kingdom of Dacia, north of the Danube, was 
annexed as a province in 106 following the defeat and death of King 
Decebalus. This achievement was commemorated by the famous 
Column of Trajan erected in his new Forum and by coin types such as 
this denarius depicting a captive Dacian. The territories north of the 
Danube were eventually abandoned by Aurelian in 270 AD following 
the great Gothic invasions of the mid-3rd century.

An extremely rare obverse legend for a dupondius. RIC lists no 
dupondii with this legend, and BMC on pg. 216 cites three specimens, 
none from their collection. 


On 12 May 113 AD, Trajan’s Column was dedicated with great ceremo- 
ny by the emperor shortly before his departure for the Parthian War, a 
journey from which he was destined never to return. This remarkable 
structure, which still stands in all its ancient majesty in modern Rome, 
originally occupied the site between the two libraries behind the 
Basilica Ulpia. The architectural details visible on this magnificent 
dupondius of 116 AD reproduce many of the features which are still to 
be seen on the monument today. However, the surmounting statue of 
the emperor has long since been replaced by one of St. Paul, whilst the 
base is no longer adorned with eagles. Trajan’s Column is decorated 
with a remarkable spiral frieze illustrating in graphic detail events from 
the campaigns of the two Dacian Wars. These are normally represented 
on the coins merely as a series of diagonal lines and pellets.

This unusual issue struck at the end of 115 is typically attributed to an 
eastern mint, usually Antioch. The issue consisted of both the as and 
semis, both with radiate busts, and both struck on orichalcum flans. 
Metallurgical tests have shown that the orichalcum used is indistin- 
guishable from the orichalcum used for Roman sestertii and dupondii 
and quite different from the orichalcum used for some provincial issues. 
This fact, along with the style of the portraiture and legend, and the die 
axis of 6:00 versus the normal 12:00 die axis for the Antioch mint, sug- 
gests that this issue was minted at Rome and shipped to Syria. Anyone 
interested in this series should read the two articles by Metcalf in 
ANSMN 20 (1975) and 22 (1977), and Carradice and Cowell's article in 
NumChron (1987).

A niece of the Emperor Trajan, Salonia Matidia was the daughter of C. 
Salonius Matidius Patruinus (a senator from Vicetia) and the emperor’s 
sister Ulpia Marciana. Matidia was twice married and was the mother 
of two daughters, Matidia and Sabina, the latter being the wife of the 
future emperor Hadrian. Trajan had a great affection for his niece and 
she often accompanied him on his travels. Following the death of her 
mother in 112 AD Matidia took her place as Augusta and it was on this 
occasion that a series of coins was struck in the names of all three 
Trajanic empresses — Plotina, Marciana and Matidia. This rare and 
attractive denarius of the recently elevated empress Matidia has a 
charming portrait showing the elaborate hair style popular with society 
ladies in the early decades of the 2nd century. The reverse depicts the 
empress in the guise of the goddess Pietas in an affectionate pose with 
two children, both female, doubtless representing her own two daugh- 
ters Matidia and Sabina. Hadrian, like his predecessor, appears to have 
held Matidia in the very highest regard. On her death in 119 AD 
Hadrian personally pronounced the funeral oration, erected a temple in 
Rome to his mother-in-law’s memory, and issued a coinage in precious 
metal in honor of the new imperial deity.

Accordingly, during the two 
decades of his reign he undertook three great journeys in which he vis- 
ited almost every province over which he ruled. Many of his coin types, 
including this rare and beautiful gold aureus, are connected with these 
imperial tours making the coinage of this reign one of the largest and 
most varied in the entire Roman Imperial series. Struck near the close of 
the reign, in 136 AD, this variety records Hadrian’s travels within Italy 
itself indicating that, despite his keen interest in all the far-flung regions 
of his empire, the emperor did not neglect the welfare of the homeland.

This very rare sestertius type, issued in 136 AD as part of Hadrian’s 
extensive ‘travel’ series, commemorates his visit to the important 
province of Cilicia in southeastern Asia Minor which had taken place 
six years before during the second of his great journeys. The personifi- 
cation of the province is depicted helmeted and holding a standard, 
attesting to the military significance of the area as a provider of staging- 
posts, supply bases, and winter quarters for Roman armies engaged on 
the eastern front. Under Hadrian’s successor, Antoninus Pius, Cilicia 
was incorporated into the ‘Triple Province’ together with Lycaonia and 
Isauria.

Hadrian had a keen interest in experiencing first hand the diverse peo- 
ples and places of his vast Empire. Accordingly, during the two decades 
of his reign he undertook three great journeys in which he visited 
almost every province over which he ruled. Many of his coin types 
relate to these imperial tours making the coinage of this reign one of the 
largest and most varied in the entire Roman imperial series. These 
‘provincial’ coins fall into three categories: the first records the emper- 
or’s ‘arrival’ (Adventus) in the particular region; the second the mea- 
sures which he took to improve conditions in the province (Restitutor); 
whilst the third honors the military establishment of the territory 
(Exercitus). This sestertius from the closing years of the reign belongs to 
the second category and commemorates the improvements which 
Hadrian brought to Phrygia, a region of central Asia Minor the territo- 
ry of which was partly in Provincia Asia, partly in Galatia. The emperor 
is shown raising a kneeling figure personifying the region to symbolize 
his personal care for its people.

As a class the ‘coins of the mines’ belong mostly to the reigns of Trajan 
and Hadrian, with a final rare issue under Marcus Aurelius. Their actu- 
al purpose is unclear, though they must have served some local need in 
the Balkan regions where the mining activities were concentrated. Most, 
if not all, were quadrantes valued at one-fourth the copper as. This type 
is anonymous, bearing the helmeted bust and name of the goddess 
Roma on the obverse, though the type is generally attributed to the 
reign of Hadrian. The region of mining activity named on the reverse is 
Dardania, a district of Moesia Superior to the north of the Roman colo- 
nia of Scupi. Mattingly (in BMCRE p. cix, note 1) mentions that “Trajan’s 
‘Dardanici’ coins belong to the silver mines of Kopaonik and Pristina in 
Serbia and old Serbia”. The type of a female figure holding ears of bar- 
ley may hold some clue to the purpose of the issue.

L. Ceionius Commodus, grandson and son of the consuls of 78 and 106 
AD, was born about 104. For reasons that are not entirely clear Hadrian 
regarded him as a suitable candidate for succession to the imperial 
throne. He was praetor in 130 and six years later celebrated his first con- 
sulship. Later in the same year (136) he was adopted by Hadrian where- 
upon he took the name of Lucius Aelius Caesar. On 1 January 137, he 
held his second consulship and it was at this time that he began to par- 
ticipate in the coinage. This was issued in all denominations, from 
aureus to as, and was likely produced by the two officinae which had 
formerly been assigned to the late empress Sabina. Unfortunately, 
Aelius Caesar predeceased Hadrian, dying of a massive hemorrhage on 
New-Year’s Day 138. This very rare and important aureus depicts on 
reverse the goddess Pietas, here personifying the filial loyalty of the 
Caesar to his adoptive father.

The aurum coronarium derived from a custom inherited from the Greeks 
whereby a gold crown was bestowed upon individuals deemed worthy 
of public honors. The Roman emperors followed the practice of the 
Hellenistic kings in demanding sums of gold from the various commu- 
nities over which they ruled, both at the time of their accession and on 
other important occasions. This burdensome tribute was ostensibly for 
the making of ornamental crowns but in reality the bullion was proba- 
bly utilized by the mint for the striking of gold coins. At his accession 
Antoninus remitted half of this tax on the provinces. Maximum propa- 
ganda value was derived from this decision by publicising the popular 
concession on a series of aes coinage struck in 139 naming thirteen of the 
regions and one of the cities (Alexandria) which had benefited. Each 
personification is depicted holding a crown in her right hand. 
Appropriately for this great maritime region Phoenicia has her foot on 
a prow.

This issue was struck for Antoninus’ fifth largess, or congiarium, to the 
citizens of Rome in 148 AD, and along with games and other festivities, 
was given during the celebrations of the 900th anniversary of Rome. 
The congiarium was originally a gift of oil or wine, and comes from the 
word congius meaning a liquid measure of about three liters. It is not 
certain when the congiarium came to mean a monetary largess, but by 
the reign of Antoninus Pius, it had become common practice. The 
largess is sometimes portrayed on coins, occasionally with the legend 
‘CONG(iarium)’ followed by a numerical designation for the number of 
times it had been given by a particular emperor, and Antoninus had the 
highest number recorded on coins - nine altogether.

With the death of Hadrian’s heir, Aelius Caesar, on New-Year’s Day, 
138, Antoninus was adopted as the new successor and he ascended the 
imperial throne on July 10. The coinage of Antoninus’ reign was issued 
not only in the emperor’s name but also in that of his wife, Faustina 
Senior, the Caesar Marcus Aurelius, and his daughter, Faustina Junior, 
who married Aurelius in 145. This exceptional copper as is dated by the 
years of Antoninus’ tribunician power (TR P XII) to the 12-month peri- 
od beginning 10 December 148 AD. The reverse depicts an elephant, 
clad in some kind of omamental covering, accompanied by an inscrip- 
tion proclaiming the emperor's liberality (Munificentia Augusti). The ref- 
erence is to the staging of wild beast shows in the arena of the 
Amphitheatrum Flavium, better known today as the Colosseum, on the 
occasion of the celebration of Rome’s 900th anniversary in 147-148 AD.

Antoninus’ adoption as heir to the throne following the death of Aelius 
Caesar on New Year’s Day, 138 AD, had been complicated by Hadrian’s 
stipulation that Antoninus himself (already in his fifty-third year) 
should adopt as joint heirs the 17-year-old Marcus Aurelius, nephew of 
Antoninus’ wife Faustina, and the 8-year-old Lucius Verus, son of the 
late Aelius Caesar. Aurelius’ public career was quickly advanced under 
Antoninus and he received the title of Caesar as early as 139, but Verus 
was kept very much in the background. This interesting sestertius 
belongs to an extensive series, in all metals, commemorating the eleva- 
tion of Aurelius and his subsequent joint consulship with Antoninus in 
140.

Born in Rome in 121 AD the future emperor Marcus Aurelius was orig- 
inally named Marcus Annius Verus. After his father’s death he was 
brought up by his grandfather, also M. Annius Verus, who had an illus- 
trious public career and was three times consul, a rare distinction for 
someone outside the imperial family. The young Marcus attracted the 
attention of the Emperor Hadrian who had him betrothed to the daugh- 
ter of the Caesar Aelius. Later, when Antoninus became heir to the 
throne following the death of Aelius, Hadrian stipulated that Marcus 
should be adopted by Antoninus along with Aelius’ son, Lucius Verus. 
On the accession of Antoninus in 138 Marcus’ career was rapidly 
advanced and he was even promoted to the rank of Caesar in 139. 
Meanwhile, his engagement to the daughter of the late Aelius Caesar 
was annulled and instead he was betrothed to Antoninus’ daughter, 
Faustina Junior. This superbly preserved orichalcum dupondius fea- 
tures the bust of the young Marcus as the reverse type of a coin of his 
adoptive father. It is from the very first issue to depict the newly- 
appointed Caesar and shows him as a youth of only eighteen years. He 
bears the title ‘Consul Designate’ in anticipation of his first consulship 
in 140.

On 7 March 161 AD, the 75-year-old Antoninus Pius passed away 
peacefully in his sleep, having reigned longer than any other emperor 
since Augustus. As a token of the extraordinary popular esteem in 
which his late father-in-law had been held, his successor Marcus 
Aurelius issued an extensive posthumous coinage in his honor struck in 
all three metals. This interesting sestertius type, in a remarkably fine 
state of preservation, depicts the Columna Antonini Pii (column of 
Antoninus Pius) which was erected by Aurelius and his co-emperor L. 
Verus in the Campus Martius. Little more than its superbly decorated 
base now survives and this is housed in the Cortile della Pigna in the 
Vatican Museums (cf. Hill, The Monuments of Ancient Rome as Coin Types, 
p- 59).

Weak and dissolute in character, Commodus became sole emperor at the early age of nineteen. Inevitably, he soon fell under the influence of 
worthless favorites and like Domitian, a century before, his regime gradually degenerated into a reign of terror. Fortunately, there was only 
one serious frontier problem, an uprising in northern Britain in 183 AD, and this was speedily suppressed by the governor Ulpius Marcellus, 
gaining for Commodus the honorary title of ‘Britannicus’. In his final years the emperor had delusions of being the reincarnation of Hercules, 
fought with wild animals in the arena, and even renamed Rome Colonia Commodiana. The end came on the night of 31 December 192, when he 
fell victim to a court conspiracy and was strangled by an athlete hired for the task. 


This remarkable aureus type, belonging to the final year of the reign, makes reference to the refounding of the city on the Tiber. Commodus 
himself is depicted in the guise of Hercules driving a team of oxen in a plowing scene which would have been familiar to many Romans from 
the foundation issues of dozens of new colonies. This gold coin was converted to an item of jewelry not long after its issue and still retains its 
elaborate 3rd century mounting virtually intact. The circumstances of its discovery in modern times are of exceptional interest as the piece 
formed part of one of the most celebrated Roman treasures of all time — the Beaurains Treasure, better known as the Arras Hoard.

One of the first acts of the new emperor Septimius Severus on his entry 
into Rome in June 193 AD was the deification of the late emperor 
Pertinax. Interestingly, this was the first deification of an assassinated 
ruler, Pertinax having been murdered by the praetorian guard after only 
three months of rule. Like Octavian 235 years before, following Caesar's 
deification, Severus could now pose as the avenger of a slain god. His 
coinage in the name of ‘Divus Pertinax’ was on a modest scale, though 
it was struck in four denominations (aureus, denarius, sestertius and 
as). All specimens today are of considerable rarity. This denarius fea- 
tures one of the standard reverses for posthumous issues, an eagle 
(symbolizing Jupiter) perched on a celestial globe. The obverse legend 
accords Pertinax the title Pius, never used on his lifetime issues, and in 
addition calls him Pater (‘father’), possibly an abbreviation of Pater 
Patriae (‘father of his country’), a distinction also ignored during his 
reign and perhaps only granted posthumously.

Manlia Scantilla was the wife of the wealthy senator Didius Julianus 
who ‘purchased’ the imperial throne following the assassination of 
Pertinax (28 March 193 AD) in a disgraceful auction held by the muti- 
nous Praetorian Guard. The Senate had no choice but to ratify the coup 
d'etat and at the same time both the new emperor’s wife and his daugh- 
ter, Didia Clara, were given the rank of Augusta, a most unusual step at 
the very outset of a reign. The beautiful Clara, a noted ‘belle’ of Roman 
society during the reign of Commodus, was then given in marriage to 
Cornelius Repentinus, presumably Julianus’ candidate for the eventual 
succession. However, the shaky regime was doomed to early extinction 
and little more than two months later Julianus was overthrown by a 
more powerful rival, the general Septimius Severus. When the new 
emperor took possession of the capital he granted an interview to 
Scantilla and Clara and agreed to their request that the remains of the 
late emperor should be deposited in his family tomb. However, both 
were stripped of their imperial rank and Clara lost her inheritance. They 
retired into private life and nothing further is known of them. The very 
rare coinage of Manlia Scantilla was issued in the full range of metals, 
though all bear the same reverse type appropriately honoring “Queen 
Juno” (Iuno Regina).

This very rare and important aureus is one of only four recorded gold 
types in the extensive ‘legionary’ series issued by Severus at the very 
outset of his reign. According to Dio Cassius (XLVI, 46, 7) he paid an 
accession donative of 250 denarii (ten aurei) per man and in all likeli- 
hood the legionary coinage was specially struck for this purpose. Legio 
XIV Gemina Martia Victrix received special honors from the new emper- 
or as he had been the commander of this unit at the time of his eleva- 
tion to imperial status. Originally formed by Octavian, this legion had 
participated in the invasion and conquest of Britain under Claudius and 
had gained its additional epithet of Martia Victrix for the vital role which 
it played in the defeat of the Icenian revolt led by Boudicca in 60 AD.

This very rare and attractive aureus type was struck at Rome early in 
210 and depicts Severus, Caracalla and Geta on horseback galloping 
side by side, a typical military scene symbolizing the campaign in 
northern Britain which was in full swing.

This handsome sestertius from the closing period of Severus’ reign cel- 
ebrates the concordia of the three emperors, a sentiment existing in hope 
rather than reality. The togate figures on the reverse are conventionally 
described as a facing female (Concordia) between Severus and 
Caracalla. However, close examination of well-preserved specimens, 
such as this, reveals that the facing figure is that of Severus, with his dis- 
tinctive forked beard, whilst his two sons are shown beardless. 
Moreover, all three may be seen to be sacrificing from paterae held in 
their right hands.

Severus and the rest of the imperial family were absent in the East from 
late 197 until their return to Rome in 202. During this time (in 198) his 
elder son Caracalla was raised to the rank of Augustus and co-emperor 
whilst the younger, Geta, was given the junior rank of Caesar. In the lat- 
ter stages of this extended absence Severus gave orders for the issue of 
a remarkable series of ‘dynastic’ coins in gold and silver. Comprising an 
extensive sequence of types, featuring portraits of the four members of 
the imperial family in a variety of combinations, this unique and much 
sought-after coinage was produced in 201-2, ending just prior to the 
marriage of Caracalla and Plautilla. 


The remarkable bust of Domna is one of the first facing portraits in 
Roman coinage. Sixty years later the Gallic usurper Postumus was to 
imitate this design on his gold coinage with three radiate busts, pre- 
sumably all representing the sun-god Sol.

During the last five years of her life, following the fratricidal murder of 
her younger son Geta in 212 AD, Julia Domna virtually ran the govern- 
ment while Caracalla embarked on various military adventures. The 
emperor was much troubled by illness throughout his sole reign, prob- 
ably largely psychosomatic brought on by the guilt of having the blood 
of his brother on his hands. On his way to the Parthian War in 214 he 
even visited the great shrine of Asklepios at Pergamum in the hopes of 
finding a cure, an occasion marked by the striking of a remarkable series 
of medallic bronzes at the Asian city (see lot 684). 














This rare and attractive dupondius of Julia Domna, issued at Rome in 
214, is on the same theme and records vows for the health of Caracalla 
undertaken by the Vestal virgins in a ceremony before the temple of 
Vesta. The four Vestals are accompanied by two children and the sanc- 
tuary itself appears as a small domed structure in the background. Over 
the centuries no fewer than seven temples of Vesta occupied the site in 
the Forum at the northern corner of the house of Vestals. Most were the 
victims of fire, the sixth temple having been destroyed late in the reign 
of Commodus (191 AD). Julia Domna herself built the seventh, and the 
partially reconstructed ruins of this building are still to be seen today.

Serapis appears frequently on the coinage of Caracalla and in fact, he 
was a regular type every year of Caracalla’s sole reign, an honor grant- 
ed to no other deity or personification. Some scholars have claimed that 
Serapis was the tutelary deity of the Severan family and there is con- 
siderable evidence that Caracalla regarded him as his personal patron. 
In 215, before departing for his Parthian campaign, Caracalla sought an 
oracle at the shrine of Serapis in Alexandria and left the sword with 
which he had killed Geta as a dedication. Caracalla also introduced the 
worship of Isis and Serapis within the Roman city limits. 


Caracalla raised the pay of the legionaries from 500 to 700 denarii per 
year. The resulting financial pressure resulted in an increase in taxes 
and the introduction of a new denomination, the antoninianus. In 215, 
the weight of the aureus was reduced from around 7.2 grams to about 
6.5 grams (note the weight of this specimen).

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The civil war between Septimius Severus and Pescennius Niger (193- 
195 AD) and Severus’ later campaigns against the Parthians resulted in 
a large output of Roman gold and silver denominations in the East. The 
Syrian mint of Laodicea was probably the source of much of this 
coinage as Antioch was in disgrace for having supported Niger. The 
mint remained active until 202 when it was closed down, its raison d’e- 
tre having disappeared with the return of the imperial family to Rome. 
This denarius was issued at Laodicea in 199 in the name of the 11-year- 
old co-emperor. The reverse symbolizes the new spirit of relaxed confi- 
dence in the Roman world now that Septimius Severus had triumphed 
over his rivals for imperial power and gone on to inflict a crushing 
defeat on the Parthians, Rome’s ancient rivals in the East. This variety is 
remarkable in having a left-facing portrait of the young emperor, an 
extremely rare feature on Caracalla’s coinage.

In 208 AD Septimius Severus together with the entire imperial family 
(his wife Julia Domna and their sons Caracalla and Geta) set out for 
Britain where the situation on the northern frontier demanded urgent 
attention, He was to spend the last two and a half years of his life in the 
island province and was destined never to return to Rome. Together 
with his elder son, the co-emperor Caracalla, he campaigned vigorous- 
ly beyond the imperial frontier, penetrating far into Scotland. The line 
of their marching-camps can still be detected today by aerial photogra- 
phy. Severus also restored Hadrian’s Wall, the northern frontier of the 
province, which was in serious need of renovation now that more than 
eighty years had elapsed since its original construction. Little is known 
of the success of these military operations, though they were to bring 
peace to the area for the remainder of the 3rd century and an extensive 
issue of coinage in all metals was produced to commemorate the British 
victory. This handsome sestertius of Caracalla was minted in Rome to 
celebrate the success of Roman arms during the campaign of 210 AD. 
The imperial titles on reverse reveal that it belongs to an extremely brief 
period of issue (January 1-February 4), i.e. to the final five weeks of 
Severus’ life. After February 4 the reverse legend changed to VICT BRIT 
P MTR P XIII COS III P P to reflect Caracalla’s new senior status.

The silver quinarius was never part of the regular monetary system in 
Roman Imperial times. Its issue was generally restricted to public cele- 
brations, such as imperial consulships, military triumphs, and mar- 
riages, on which occasions distributions of largess would be made to the 
citizenry in these specially minted coins. A modern parallel would be 
the ‘maundy money’ distributed annually to the poor by the British 
monarch. This very rare and excellently preserved example was minted 
under Elagabalus in 220-221 AD. The precise occasion for its issue is 
uncertain, though it may be connected with the emperor’s marriage to 
his second wife, Aquilia Severa, in 220.

On Elagabalus’ arrival in Rome from the East, after his defeat of 
Macrinus in the contest for the possession of the imperial throne, it was 
not long before his wild excesses began to outrage Roman society. One 
of his greatest offenses was his marriage in 220 AD to a Vestal virgin, 
Aquilia Severa, following his repudiation of his first wife, Julia Paula. 
The Vestals were under a solemn vow of chastity, but Elagabalus 
defended his behavior in a letter to the Senate arguing that a child 
begotten of the high priest of Elah-Gabal by a priestess of Vesta could be 
little short of divine (however, he betrayed his true motive when he 
added that he was in love with her). She was, it seems, the one woman 
able to overcome his distaste for the opposite sex. But the Roman histo- 
rian Dio spoke for established opinion when he described the violation 
of a Vestal as an act “for which he [Elagabalus] ought to have been pub- 
licly scourged, thrown into jail and put to death”. The indignation 
aroused was such that the emperor was forced to yield and Aquilia had 
to retire after only a brief period as empress. This rare and attractive 
denarius was struck on the occasion of Aquilia Severa’s marriage to 
Elagabalus and depicts the happy couple clasping hands. Elagabalus 
returned to his second wife the following year (221) after he had 
divorced her successor, Annia Faustina. On this occasion, however, 
there was no outcry as Aquilia’s earlier escapade had deprived her of 
Vestal status.

This extremely rare type, apparently previously unrecorded in gold, 
commemorates the emperor’s third liberalitas (LIB AVG III) which took 
place early in 226 AD. It forms part of the special ‘consulship’ issue of 
this year celebrating Alexander’s assumption of his second chief magis- 
tracy on January 1. The issue comprises types depicting the emperor in 
a quadriga (the ceremonial processus), a standing figure of Liberalitas, 
and the actual scene of the emperor’s distribution of largess. Prior to the 
appearance of this aureus the ‘distribution scene’ was known solely 
from a bronze medallion, the only aureus recorded being of the ‘quadri- 
ga’ type (cf. RIC 56). The scene is the conventional one, with the emper- 
or seated on a curule chair atop a high platform about to bestow his 
benevolence upon a diminutive figure, representing the citizenry, who 
mounts the steps before him. The whole scene is presided over by a 
standing figure of the goddess Liberalitas hovering in the background, 
presumably making sure that the accounts are being properly kept.

Although her name is not mentioned by any of the ancient writers, the 
numismatic evidence is quite sufficient to prove that Paulina was the 
wife of Maximinus I (235-238 AD) and probably the mother of the 
Caesar Maximus. A provincial bronze issue from the Cilician mint of 
Anazarbus actually bears a date corresponding to the year 235/6 AD. 
Like her Roman issues this coin is posthumous, but it does accord her 
the imperial title of Augusta suggesting that she was still alive at the 
time of her husband’s accession but died shortly afterward. The single 
surviving stone inscription in which she is mentioned (CIL x. 5054) 
gives a fuller version of her name and titles, Diva Caecilia Paulina Pia 
Augusta.

Although this remarkable type depicting the young emperor address- 
ing his army (adlocutio) is undated, it has to be connected with the com- 
mencement of the war against the Persians in 242 AD. Soon after com- 
ing to the Sasanid throne the dynamic new king Shapur I (241-272) 
launched a full-scale offensive against Rome’s eastern provinces caus- 
ing much devastation. The teenage emperor Gordian III, ably advised 
by his praetorian prefect and father-in-law Timesitheus, bravely took 
the field against the invaders and achieved a fair measure of success. 
This pictorial reverse shows the emperor and his prefect atop a platform 
motivating the troops to drive the invaders from Roman territory and 
secure the eastern frontier. Unfortunately, after Timesitheus’ sudden 
and unexpected death in the winter of 243, Gordian’s authority was 
undermined by the ambitious new prefect Philip whose aim was to be 
his successor on the imperial throne.

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The “SAECVLARES AVGG” 
Coinage of Philip I 


The most noteworthy event of Philip’s reign was the delayed celebra- 
tion in 248 AD of the thousandth anniversary of the foundation of 
Rome. Lavish games and other spectacles were staged for the amuse- 
ment of the Roman populace and an extensive series of coins was issued 
to commemorate the occasion. The animals shown on the coins had 
originally been collected for the planned Persian triumph of Philip’s 
predecessor, Gordian III, but following his assassination in 244 they 
were instead kept in readiness for the festivities of the millennium.

This, by far and away the rarest of Otacilia’s antoninianus types, was 
issued at the mint of the Syrian capital of Antioch.

This interesting piece belongs to a rare class of small medallions which, 
though barely distinguishable from regular coin denominations in their 
size and weight, nevertheless stand apart from normal issues by virtue 
of their distinctive iconography. Toynbee mentions Gallienus, Tacitus 
and Probus as issuers of such pieces in the later 3rd century. This attrac- 
tive example from Tacitus’ brief reign features a fine military bust on the 
obverse and a ‘yota’ scene on the reverse in which the emperor solemn- 
ly undertakes vows for the first ten and twenty years of his reign. Given 
Tacitus’ advanced age, poor state of health, lack of military experience, 
and an average reign of just three years and four months during the 
four decades which had elapsed since the downfall of the Severan 
dynasty, these vows might have been considered overly confident. A 
more pessimistic view proved to be fully warranted when Tacitus 
expired on campaign only seven months after his elevation by the 
Senate.

For the greater part of the 3rd century AD the standard reverse type for 
the silver (later billon) medallions was the Tres Monetae, representing 
the work of the mint in its three different branches — aes, argentum, and 
aurum (bronze, silver, and gold). Moneta was the presiding goddess of 
the Roman mint and is depicted holding a pair of scales, symbolic of the 
care taken to maintain the integrity of the currency. This deity made her 
first appearance on the Roman imperial coinage under Domitian, 
though her head had already occurred on several denarius types of the 
late Republic. Issued under the energetic Probus, an emperor noted for 
the extraordinary complexity of his coinage, this specimen is one of an 
impressive series of such medallions. Depicting a wide variety of 
obverse busts, usually of a military nature, the Roman die-engravers 
took great pains to render their subject in elaborate detail.

Marcus Aurelius Maus(aeus ?) Carausius, a native of the seafaring dis- 
trict of Menapia between the Rhine and the Scheldt was, in 286 AD, 
appointed by the Emperor Maximian to command the British Channel 
fleet. His task was to combat the raids of the Saxon pirates who were 
causing devastation along the southeast coastline of the island province. 
However, he seems to have enjoyed a little piracy himself for he is said 
to have preferred confronting the raiders on their return journey, when 
they were laden with plunder, rather than preventing their inroads in 
the first place. When news of his activities got back to Maximian the 
emperor ordered his arrest and execution. But, forewarned, Carausius 
countered by crossing to Britain where he proclaimed himself emperor 
and was hailed as the deliverer of the province. His control of the seas 
enabled him to thwart all attempts of the central government to dis- 
lodge him from his island stronghold and his regime was only brought 
to an end when he was murdered by his chief minister Allectus (293). 


Carausius’ coinage is as remarkable as his career. He opened new mints 
in London and Colchester and even anticipated Diocletian’s currency 
reform by striking denarii of good silver, the first such coins to be seen 
in generations. The range of types is truly remarkable and it is obvious 
that the emperor clearly perceived the propaganda value of the coinage 
and involved himself personally in the messages to be broadcast to his 
subjects. This very rare denarius appropriately features a reclining fig- 
ure of Neptune, the accompanying legend proclaiming that the god of 
the sea was the emperor’s special defender (Conservator Augusti). 
Whatever the true meaning of the enigmatic letters ‘RSR’ it appears they 
should not be regarded as a mint mark and the coins probably all 
belong to the provincial capital of Londinium (London).

This very rare reverse type depicts the four seasons (Spring, Summer, 
Autumn, and Winter) in the guise of young boys at play, each season 
bearing some symbol of its gifts to mankind. Although uncommon, this 
theme recurs from time to time on the Roman Imperial coinage from the 
late 2nd century through the period of the Tetrarchy. The legend pro- 
claims ‘the Happiness of the Times’ (Temporum Felicitas), presumably 
intended as a reference to the improved state of affairs in Britain since 
Carausius’ seizure of power from the corrupt and inefficient central 
government.

Under the great currency reform of Diocletian, carried out in several 
stages in the 290’s, the billon antoninianus denomination was discon- 
tinued and replaced by a pure silver coin (the argenteus or siliqua) and 
a larger billon coin which we call the follis. Mint marks now became 
more explicit, thus facilitating the sure identification of minting centers 
which can only be speculated upon in the case of many pre-reform 
issues. This coin is an outstanding example of an early pre-reform gold 
aureus of Diocletian. The reverse type depicts Jupiter, chief of the gods, 
the special guardian deity of Diocletian’s imperial house, the ‘Jovians’. 
Down to about 287 AD the weights of aurei tended to be somewhat 
variable, but thereafter the denomination was struck at the rate of 60 
pieces to the pound of metal, giving an individual weight of about 5.40 
grams.

When Diocletian devised his new ‘tetrarchy’ system of government, 
with the object of bringing much-needed stability to the political situa- 
tion in the Empire, part of his strategy was to create two imperial hous- 
es, the ‘Jovians’ and the ‘Herculians’. Idealistic and impractical, like so 
much of Diocletian’s thinking, the plan was to replace the inherently 
unstable arrangement based on family dynasties. As creator of the new 
order he reserved for himself and his junior colleague, the Caesar 
Galerius, the designation ‘Jovian’ and they enjoyed the special protec- 
tion of Jupiter, chief deity of the Roman pantheon. Maximian, the co- 
emperor in the West, had been one of the Empire’s leading generals 
under Aurelian and Probus and Diocletian deemed it appropriate that 
he should head the ‘Herculian’ house. Together with his Caesar 
Constantius he was under the watchful eye of the hero Hercules, always 
a favorite with the rulers of Rome. As a result of these designations 
many of the aureus types of Maximian and Constantius dwell on the 
theme of Hercules. This one from Rome shows the typically muscular 
figure of the hero accompanied by a legend which proclaims him as the 
‘Victor’. Maximian, and later Constantius, were to have particular need 
of their divine guardian’s assistance in the struggle against the usurpers 
Carausius and Allectus who had succeeded in detaching the island 
province of Britain from the rule of Rome.

The quinarius, traditionally used as a presentation piece on occasions of 
public celebration, continued to be issued in the latter part of the 3rd 
century, even though it had become an anachronism within the context 
of the modified monetary system. Now struck in debased metal it still 
resembled its silver prototype in size and overall appearance and 
doubtless continued to serve the same ceremonial purpose down to the 
time of its final abandonment under the Tetrarchy. This exceptionally 
fine specimen bears the name and portrait of the Caesar Constantius, 
father of the future emperor Constantine the Great, and may date to the 
time of his appointment to junior imperial rank in the West (293 AD). 
His eastern counterpart, Galerius Maximian, struck similar coins. The 
reverse type is the conventional one for the heir to the throne depicting 
him as ‘Prince of the Youth’ (Princeps Iuventutis), a tradition stretching 
back three centuries to the time of Gaius and Lucius Caesars, grandsons 
and designated successors of Augustus.

This handsome medallion depicting the Tres Monetae (aes, argentum, 
and aurum) was probably issued at the time of the creation of 
Diocletian’s tetrarchy, when two subsidiary rulers (Caesars) were 
appointed to assist the eastern and western emperors. It bears the name 
and effigy of Diocletian’s junior colleague, the Caesar Galerius 
Maximian, like so many of the rulers of this period a military man of 
peasant origin from the Danubian frontier region. The reverse legend 
has the plural ending Augustorum (“of the emperors”) in a reference to 
Diocletian and his colleague in the West, Maximian.

As Maxentius was posing as the champion of the old privileges and traditions of the capital, it is scarcely surprising that spe- 
cific references to the city of Rome are of frequent occurrence on his coinage. This remarkable 4-aureus medallion belonging, 
like the other specimen on offer here (see next lot), to the early phase of the usurper’s coinage, praises Maxentius as the 
“Protector of his City”. This was also the theme on his principal issue of billon folles issued at other mints as well as Rome. The 
seated figure of Roma, holding Victory on globe and resting on sceptre or spear, was destined to become one of the standard 
reverses on many coin issues of the later 4th century.

Maxentius, son of Diocletian’s co-emperor Maximian, was never anything more than a usurper who cleverly exploited the con- 
fused situation following the breakdown in the tetrarchy system occasioned by the death of Constantius I in 306 AD. His pop- 
ularity with the people of Rome, and in particular the praetorian guard, was based on the bitterness which they felt over the 
capital's diminished status since the establishment of the tetrarchy system of government. This impressive gold multiple, the 
equivalent of 4 aurei, was issued in the early years of Maxentius’ regime and may be associated with the celebration of the first 
of his four consulships. It could equally well have been intended to buy the loyalty of a key official when Maxentius was fac- 
ing the threat of invasion by the eastern emperor Galerius. The interesting reverse honors Mars, god of war, as “Prince of the 
Roman Empire” (Principi Imperii Romani), a novel designation not atypical of the usurper’s innovative coinage. But the old 
order was gradually dying, for just as the city on the Tiber was losing its political and strategic importance, so the pagan gods 
of Greece and Rome were about to be eclipsed by a new state religion.

This reverse type is known for Severus II as Caesar and Maximinus as 
Caesar (RIC VI 72 and 73), though as no coins of this type were known 
for Severus as Augustus or Constantine as Caesar, it was assumed that 
the type was no longer used after July of 306.

Dr. Bruun rejects Voetter’s theory that this issue and the related issue of 
Licinius depicting the emperor on the back of an eagle was an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to reintroduce a silver coinage. He specifically states 
that these “coins do not differ in their metallic content from the other 
Victoriae laetae coins, proved by the obverses of the Caesars to have been 
struck after 317” (RIC VII, pg. 153). This coin appears to have a much 
higher silver content than is normally encountered, and would thus 
substantiate Voetter’s theory.

The billon follis, introduced by Diocletian in the final decade of the 3rd 
century, began a steady decline in size and weight soon after the end of 
the First Tetrarchy in 305 AD. Constantine made no attempt to halt this 
trend and this example from the important Gallic mint of Lugdunum 
(modern Lyon) weighs only about one-third of its Diocletianic counter- 
part. This very rare variety records Constantine’s fourth consulship

Multiples of the basic gold denomination (initially the aureus, later the 
solidus) were produced 3regularly in the Roman world from the time of 
Diocletian's tetrarchy onward. The coinage of Constantine the Great is 
especially rich in these spectacular pieces, the purpose of which would 
seem to have been gifts to dignitaries on state occasions. This one, from 
the initial issue of the Balkan mint of Sirmium, shows the sun-god Sol 
crowning a military figure of the emperor. Despite Constantine’s adop- 
tion of Christianity, pagan imagery continued for some time on the 
coinage. This eastern deity had become very popular during the latter 
part of the 3rd century but his cult was eventually eclipsed by 
Christianity. The dedication day (natalis) of the magnificent temple of 
Sol in Rome was, interestingly, later adopted by the Christian Church as 
the festival for the celebration of Christ’s birth (December 25).

The coinage of Constantine’s long reign is very complex. He instituted 
several important currency reforms, including the introduction of a new 
gold coin (the solidus) and, later in the reign, the reestablishment of 
coinage in pure silver (siliqua, etc). This rare dynastic type, struck at the 
Danubian mint of Sirmium, depicts on the reverse the emperor’s two 
elder sons — Flavius Julius Crispus, the issue of his marriage to 
Minervina (his first wife or, perhaps, merely a concubine); and Flavius 
Claudius Constantinus, the eldest of his three sons by Flavia Maxima 
Fausta, daughter of the emperor Maximian. The head of Crispus, who 
was aged about twenty-one at the time of the issue, is depicted larger 
and more mature than that of his half-brother who was only eight. This 
base silver coin, which is sometimes described as a ‘small medallion’ or 
a ‘multiple’, is of an experimental denomination which preceded the 
reintroduction of pure silver coinage about 325 AD. It should probably 
be called a miliarense which is the name applied to the pure silver coin 
of the same weight (4.5 grams = 1/72 of a pound) struck regularly after

The newly commissioned mint of Constantinople began striking in 326 
AD, just prior to the tragic deaths of Crispus and Fausta, and this 
remarkable small bronze ‘medallion’ belongs to an early phase of the 
mint’s operation before the official dedication of the new capital on 11 
May 330. Although the two Caesars depicted on the reverse are not 
named, there can be little doubt as to their identity. Crispus had already 
been executed by this time and Constans was not elevated to junior 
imperial rank until the end of 333. The prominence of Victory on both 
obverse and reverse may relate to Constantine II’s Alamannian War in 
the autumn of 328. Cohen cites the specimen of this extremely rare and 
important type from the ‘Fontana Sale of 1860’ and Gnecchi illustrates 
the piece.

Another splendid Constantinian multiple of 1 1/2 solidi, this time from 
the Syrian capital of Antioch, this one celebrates the joint consulship in 
326 AD of Constantine himself (his seventh) and his second son by 
Fausta, Constantius II (his first). Also depicted on the reverse is 
Constantius’ elder brother, Constantine II, who had already held three 
consulships (320, 321 and 324). The young Caesars are shown in the 
usual consular regalia, whilst their father’s depiction on the obverse 
(radiate crown, raised right hand and globe in left) is strongly reminis- 
cent of the sun-god Sol who had been so prominent on the earlier 
Constantinian coinage. This was the year of the great tragedy in the 
imperial family which saw the downfall and execution not only of 
Constantine’s eldest son Crispus, but also of his wife Fausta, the step- 
mother of Crispus.

She 
became the mistress, and possibly wife, of Flavius Constantius before 
his elevation to the rank of Caesar and bore him a son, Constantinus 
(Constantine the Great) about 272/3. On Constantius’ appointment as 
Caesar in 293 he was obliged to repudiate Helena in favor of Theodora, 
stepdaughter of the western Augustus Maximian. Helena followed her 
son’s example in converting to Christianity after the victory over 
Maxentius in 312 and became very active in promoting the interests of 
the Church. Her elevation to the rank of Augusta did not take place until 
324 in connection with the celebration of Constantine’s victory over his 
rival, Licinius, which gave him control of the whole Empire. Two years 
later Helena seems to have played a key role in revealing the treachery 
of her daughter-in-law, the empress Fausta, in the affair of Crispus 
Caesar’s disgrace and execution. Fausta herself was put to death after 
which Helena left Rome on a pilgrimage to the Holy Land. She died on 
her return to the West in 329 AD and was later canonized. Her festival 
is still celebrated in the Greek Orthodox Church. 


The coinage of Helena as Augusta commenced with her elevation to full 
imperial status in 324 and continued until her death five years later. 
Preceding these issues, however, was a remarkable series struck circa 
318 AD at the Thessalonica mint on which both Helena and her daugh- 
ter-in-law Fausta are accorded the lesser title of Nobilissima Femina (N F). 
Both ladies had borne this rank for some considerable time, Helena 
since her son’s elevation to imperial status in 306, Fausta since her mar- 
riage to Constantine in March of the following year. The significance of 
the anepigraphic reverse with star within wreath remains unexplained, 
though presumably it contains some reference to divine providence and 
destiny.

Flavius Claudius Constantinus, the eldest son of Constantine I and 
Fausta, was born at Arelate (modern Arles) in 316 AD. He was elevated 
to the rank of Caesar in 317 along with his half-brother Crispus, but fol- 
lowing the execution of the latter for alleged treason in 326 the young 
Constantine became the senior heir to the imperial throne. From the age 
of sixteen he began to play an increasingly active role in military affairs, 
serving first on the Danube and later on the Rhine frontier. This very 
rare solidus was issued in the name of the 8-year-old Caesar in late 324 
or early 325 AD. The unusual iconography of the obverse type depicts 
him ina military pose, his right hand raised in adlocutio, his left holding 
the globe symbolic of world dominion. The reverse retains the tradi- 
tional imagery for the heir to the throne — the ‘Prince of the Youth’ 
(Princeps Iuventutis) represented as a young soldier. The type is unpub- 
lished for this issue, though it is recorded with an earlier mintmark lack- 
ing the star in the reverse field.

This magnificent gold medallion was struck at the important northern Italian mint of Aquileia, sometimes called “Roma Secunda.”. This city 


($30,000) 






was on the frontier between the territory controlled by Magnentius and the provinces held by Vetranio on behalf of the legitimate emperor 
Constantius II. As such it was a place of vital importance to Magnentius and the exceptional issue of this large gold medallion doubtless com- 
memorates a visit to the city by the usurper early in his reign. The reverse type is a formal representation of his entry into Aquileia, the wel- 
coming female figure wearing a mural crown being the city-goddess. The accompanying legend proclaims Magnentius as the “Liberator of the 
State” (Liberator Reipublicae), a reference to his overthrow of the unpopular regime of Constans. Magnentius finally withdrew from Italy in 
September of 352 AD and with his departure the importance of Aquileia as a mint rapidly diminished. “Roma Secunda” perished a century 
later when it was razed to the ground by Attila the Hun, most of its inhabitants fleeing to the neighboring lagoons of Venice leaving the once- 


great city to decline into little more than a malaria-stricken village.

Following the overthrow and death of Constans early in 350 AD his suc- 
cessor, the usurper Magnentius, was prevented from extending his rule 
any further east than Italy by the elevation of a rival emperor, the elder- 
ly general Vetranio, by the army of Illyricum (March 1). Throughout his 
brief rule Vetranio steadfastly maintained that he was acting solely in 
the interests of the ruling dynasty and that he had no personal imperi- 
al ambitions. The truth of this claim was ultimately proven by his abdi- 
cation in the presence of the eastern emperor Constantius II after a reign 
of less than ten months (December 25). The ex-emperor then retired 
from public life and lived out his remaining years on an estate at Prusa 
in Bithynia granted to him by the grateful Constantius. The coinage of 
Vetranio was all produced at the Balkan mints of Siscia and 
Thessalonica and substantial issues were made in the name of his east- 
ern ‘colleague’ Constantius. Vetranio’s coinage in gold and silver is of 
great rarity. This magnificent light miliarense is one of the finest speci- 
mens known. The portrait is a truly noteworthy example of the die- 
engraver’s art in the mid-4th century, whilst the plural ending of the 
reverse legend (‘the victory of the Emperors’) provides clear corrobora- 
tion of Vetranio’s claim that he was acting in the interests of 
Constantius.

The reverse design with bull standing right is indicative of Julian’s over- 
all campaign of restoring paganism as the preferred religion of the 
Roman Empire. He tried to develop an administrative apparatus for the 
pagan cults comparable to the organization that the Christian Church 
had achieved, but was largely unsuccessful. He deprived the Church of 
financial privileges, and substantially subsidized pagan cults. Although 
for the most part a very conscientious emperor, in the eyes of posterity, 
one of the most negative aspects of his reign (which was even criticized 
by a contemporary ardent admirer, Ammianus Marcellinus) was that he 
excluded Christians from teaching posts. Julian died while on campaign 
against the Persians and his religious policies did not outlast his short 
reign.

Flavius Valentinianus, son of Gratianus the elder, was born at Cibalae in 
Pannonia about 321 AD. Having adopted a military career he served as 
a tribunus militum under Constantius IT in Mesopotamia (360-61) and 
later commanded a division of spearmen for Julian. Following the sud- 
den and unexpected death of Julian’s successor, Jovian, in 364 the army 
raised Valentinian to the imperial throne. Soon afterward he appointed 
his younger brother, Valens, to be ruler of the eastern provinces, and 
three years later he made his young son Gratian co-emperor in the West. 
Valentinian died suddenly in 375 following a stormy interview with an 
insolent delegation of Quadi tribesmen. This very rare gold piece repre- 
sents one of the most enigmatic denominations of the late Roman 
coinage — the 1 1/2 scripulum or 9-siliqua piece. It had been intro- 
duced as part of Constantine's reform of the gold coinage, but why such 
an inconvenient fraction should have been issued as a coin is hard to 
explain. It appears only to have been struck on special occasions and 
perhaps filled some ceremonial role. In 383 AD Theodosius I replaced 
the 1 1/2 scripulum with a slightly lighter coin, the tremissis, which was 
valued at one-third of the solidus, or 8 siliquae.

This remarkable type, struck late in Arcadius’ reign under his younger 
brother, the western emperor Honorius, is of a denomination corre- 
sponding in weight to the pre-Constantinian aureus which had been 
replaced almost a century before by the somewhat lighter solidus.

This, one of the rarest and most spectacular solidus types of Honorius’ 
long reign, was issued at Ravenna in 422 AD to commemorate both his 
tricennalia (thirtieth anniversay of imperial rule) and his thirteenth and 
final consulship. The emperor wears consular regalia on both obverse 
and reverse.

The disastrous reign of the younger son of Theodosius the Great (395- 
423 AD) saw the beginning of the final disintegration of the Roman 
Empire in the West. Initially, affairs of state were in the capable hands of 
Stilicho, but in 408 the great general fell victim to a palace intrigue. Two 
years later Rome itself was captured and sacked by Alaric the Visigoth 
while Honorius cowered in the security of his retreat at Ravenna. 
During the remaining thirteen years of his reign Honorius watched 
helplessly while the barbarians made increasingly frequent incursions 
into imperial territory. Whole provinces, such as Britain, were lost for- 
ever, though the Empire was able to maintain a sort of shadow existence 
in the West for a further half century following Honorius’ death in 423. 
This rare gold solidus, attributed to the Thessalonica mint, was issued 
in Honorius’ name by his elder brother Arcadius, emperor in the East. 
It has the facing military bust typical of eastern solidi in the 5th centu- 
ry, whilst the reverse depicts a seated figure of Constantinopolis, the 
personification of the imperial capital in the East.

The empress Galla Placidia had a most extraordinary career spanning 
the first half of the turbulent 5th century AD. Born about 388 she was 
the daughter of Theodosius the Great by his second wife Galla, and thus 
half-sister to both Arcadius and Honorius. Taken prisoner by Alaric 
during the sack of Rome by the Visigoths in 410, she was eventually 
married to his successor, Ataulf. Following the death of the Gothic king 
she was ransomed to the Romans for 600,000 measures of grain and in 
417 she was married to the general Constantius who later became the 
emperor Constantius III. This union resulted in a son, the future emper- 
or Valentinian IIL, and a daughter, Justa Grata Honoria. Placidia acted as 
regent for the first dozen years of her son’s reign (425-437) but her polit- 
ical influence then waned as the power of the general Aetius increased. 
Her final years were devoted to the erection of sacred buildings in 
Ravenna and her tomb, which contained also the remains of Honorius 
and Constantius III, is still to be seen in the city. Coins in the name of 
Galla Placidia were struck both in the West, under her son Valentinian 
III, and in the East by her nephew Theodosius II. This solidus was 
issued at Ravenna, the city which was to be her final resting place.

Little is known of the origin and early career of Johannes (John), but at 
the time of the death of the western Emperor Honorius (15 August 423 
AD) he occupied a position of great influence as head of the palace 
bureaucracy in Ravenna. An ‘interregum’ of several months followed 
Honorius’ death during which the eastern Emperor Theodosius II (402- 
450) was technically the ruler of the entire Empire. On 20 November the 
situation was dramatically changed by the proclamation of Johannes in 
Ravenna as emperor of the West. Theodosius refused to countenance 
this usurpation and decided to support the claim to the western throne 
of his young cousin, Valentinian, son of the late Emperor Constantius II 
and the Empress Galla Placidia. Toward the end of 424 a large army was 
dispatched from the East with orders to remove Johannes from power 
and to install Valentinian III as emperor of the West. After various set- 
backs this task was accomplished and the unfortunate Johannes was 
taken prisoner in Ravenna and sent to Aquileia for execution, his reign 
had lasted little more than a year and a half. The rare coinage of 
Johannes was issued mostly from his capital of Ravenna where at least 
five denominations were produced. This attractive solidus is of the 
usual ‘western’ design, with a profile bust of the emperor on the 
obverse and his standing figure spurning a barbarian captive on the 
reverse. The portrait depicts the emperor bearded, an unusual feature at 
this time and one which was sometimes associated with pagan sympa- 
thies.

Leo I was a Thracian and a professional soldier who was raised to 
emperor by Aspar following the death of Marcian. It was during his 
reign that Roman authority in the west came to an end, despite his 
efforts to install Anthemius and Julius Nepos on the throne. During his 
reign, Leo was consul five times, in 458, 462, 466, 471 and 473 and it was 
probably during his third consulship that this coin was struck. 


Except for a unique miliarense, the Thessalonican coinage of Leo is lim- 
ited to solidi. Of the consular types there are two distinct varieties; the 
first with an unbroken obverse legend and one star on the reverse, and 
the second with the broken obverse legend and two stars on the reverse. 
It is not known exactly when the change took place, but it is believed 
that the two star variety was struck after the one star variety. The coins 
with one star are relatively common, but the two star variety is very 
rare.

A native of Dyrrhachium, Anastasius was born about 430 AD and had 
a long and distinguished career in the imperial civil service, his main 
achievements being in the departments of finance. On the death of the 
Emperor Zeno (491) there was no designated successor to the imperial 
throne and the widowed Empress Ariadne was called upon to select a 
new emperor. Surprisingly, her choice fell on the somewhat obscure 
Anastasius and, despite being over sixty at the time of his elevation, he 
ruled the Eastern (Byzantine) Empire for the following twenty-seven 
years. Because of his civil service background, Anastasius was 
admirably qualified to make significant improvements in the adminis- 
tration of the imperial finances. By the time of his death his shrewd poli- 
cies had resulted in the state treasury being enriched by the enormous 
sum of 320,000 pounds of gold. This accumulated wealth was of vital 
importance in enabling Justinian to undertake his wars of reconquest 
several decades later. 


As part of his financial reforms Anastasius undertook a major restruc- 
turing of the currency system which had long since ceased to serve the 
everyday needs of the general population. The main feature of this 
reform, enacted in 498, was the introduction of a range of new bronze 
denominations, each with its value clearly marked in terms of the basic 
unit, the nummus. The gold and silver denominations remained 
unchanged from the preceding reigns, though the reverse designs 
underwent various minor modifications. This gold solidus is of a very 
rare transitional type showing the figure of Victory on reverse holding 
a staff surmounted by a reverse Chi-Rho monogram (Christogram). Of 
added importance is its previously unrecorded officina mark.

The rare gold and silver of Theodosius was first thought to have been 
minted by partisans of Maurice after his murder by Phocas when it was 
believed that Theodosius had escaped to the Persian king Khusru II, 
who held the family of Maurice in high regard. Theodosius actually was 
captured and executed by forces loyal to Phocas, although the Persians 
put forth a usurper that gained them entrance to several border cities. 
The coinage in Theodosius’ name was struck around 590, when he was 
associated with his father’s rule.

Byzantine advances against Islam in Asia Minor allowed the Armenian 
people to regain their independence, beginning with the coronation of 
Ashot as king in 885. Unfortunately for the Armenians, Byzantine secu- 
rity concerns resulted in increasing annexations of their territory, lead- 
ing the nobility to resettle in Cilicia, where the Taurus mountains afford- 
ed them some protection. The Byzantines would be permanently 
expelled from the region after their defeat by the Seljuqs at Mantzikart 
in 1071. Shortly thereafter Roupen I would re-establish a fully indepen- 
dent Armenian kingdom.

Constantine Monomachus was a typical member of the civil aristocracy 
of Constantinople. On the downfall of Michael V in 1042 the Empire 
was ruled for a couple of months by the two elderly daughters of 
Constantine VIII, the Empresses Zoe and Theodora, the final represen- 
tatives of the mighty Macedonian dynasty. When it became clear that 
these ladies were not competent to govern an empire, Zoe married 
Constantine Monomachus on June 11 and his coronation took place the 
following day. The reign of Constantine IX marked the beginning of a 
dramatic decline in the power and international prestige of the 
Byzantine Empire. Although he presided over a brilliant court and intel- 
lectual activity flourished in the capital, the imperial treasury was being 
dissipated at an alarming rate and little attention was paid to the con- 
dition of the imperial army. Constantine IX died early in 1055 having 
made no provision for the succession and leaving behind him a legacy 
of future catastrophe for the Byzantine state. 


Under his rule the purity of the gold coinage had been maintained at a 
level of about 18-20 carats and there were four principal varieties of the 
histamenon. This specimen belongs to the final (and rarest) issue which 
is characterized by the large stars in reverse field. These are generally 
interpreted as a reference to the supernova which appeared in the con- 
stellation Taurus on 4 July 1054, an immense explosion which signaled 
the birth of the Crab Nebula. Such an awesome event, coinciding as it 
did with the schism between the Churches of Rome and 
Constantinople, could certainly have been deemed worthy of com- 
memoration on the coinage.

The fractional two-thirds miliaresion was first minted under 
Constantine IX and thereafter production of the denomination contin- 
ued down to the time of the Alexian currency reform in 1092. Many of 
the surviving specimens are defective (usually pierced for use as jewel- 
ry or badly chipped and incomplete) but this example is of outstanding 
quality. The obverse features a bust of the Virgin orans and the accom- 
panying inscription describes her as n BAaxepvitto[o]a. The depiction 
is thus of the icon in the Church of the Virgin at Blachernae, one of the 
most venerated religious images in the city. Grierson (Byzantine Coins, 
pg. 203) suggests that its appearance at this time may be related to the 
celebration of the 600th anniversary of this church which had been 
founded in the mid-5th century by the empress Pulcheria, sister of 
Theodosius II. The six-line inscription on the reverse gives the name 
and titles of ‘Constantinos Monomachos’, the epigraphic design on the 
silver coinage being a tradition that stretched back more than 300 years 
to the reign of Leo III.

After centuries of stability the solidus or histamenon, standard coin of 
the empire, began a rapid decline in the 10th century.

Trade connections with the Franks inspired the Norsemen to begin an 
independent coinage.

The Coinage of Beneventum 


Created from the conquests of Zotto (571-591) and Arichis I (591- 
641), the duchy of Beneventum never had a peaceful history. Its 
existence depended entirely upon its successful repulsion of the 
ambitions and inveterate hostility of its powerful neighbors, the 
Lombards and the Papacy, as well as periodic revivals of Byzantine 
imperialism, ever a threat emanating from Rome, Ravenna, and the 
southern areas of Apulia and Calabria. Charlemagne’s annexation 
of the Lombard kingdom in 774 only replaced one enemy with 
another, as the Franks always claimed overlordship. During the 
next several decades, the intransigence of the nobility led to the 
assassination of several of Beneventum’s rulers, which in turn led 
to the intervention of the Arabs and the Franks on one side or the 
other until Louis II imposed peace on the rivals in 849. With the 
peace came the beginning of the end for Beneventum, as it was split 
between the two rivals Siconulf and Radelchis, never to reunite, 
and was eventually annexed by the Byzantines under Leo VI in 890.

In 1493, Leonardo da Vinci constructed a clay model of a bronze eques- 
trian statue of Francesco Sforza of Milan. The immense statue, standing 
26 feet high, proved too complex for the foundry techniques of the day 
and the final bronze work was never completed. In 1499, Louis XII of 
France defeated the current prince, Ludovico Sforza, and the model suf- 
fered greatly from the depredations of the French troops occupying the 
city. Ercole attempted to purchase the horse but the French declined to 
sell it and it was broken up. He eventually obtained one of Da Vinci's 
smaller models. Those models and this coin are the only surviving evi- 
dence of the larger sculpture.

The Norman Kingdom of Sicily 


The weakness of Beneventum and the remaining Byzantine 
enclaves in the south laid open southern Italy and Sicily to inva- 
sion. Sicily was conquered first by the Muslims of North Africa, 
then in the 11th century by the Normans. Although the Norman 
invasion of England is most prominently featured in the history 
books, the nobles of Normandy also propelled themselves to glory 
in the Mediterranean. They first arrived in Salerno on Sicily and by 
1071 the brothers Robert and Roger Guiscard had captured the last 
Byzantine stronghold of Bari. The following year Roger became the 
first count of Sicily, his son Roger II claiming the title of king in 
1130. By this time the Normans had extensive holdings in Italy and 
Greece, in 1149 even sending a fleet against Constantinople. 
William II intended to marry Maria Comnenus, but the plans were 
never finalized. In 1185 he invaded the empire, ostensibly in sup- 
port of a pretender to the throne, but really to seize Constantinople 
for himself. He reached Thessalonica, destroying that city before 
being pushed back. The last Norman king of Sicily, William IIT was 
deposed by Henry VI of Naples in 1194.

In Arab Sicily, there circulated a tiny silver coin worth approximately 
one-sixteenth of a dirhem.

By the 
time of the Norman conquest of Sicily, it had been debased to the point 
that it contained only a small percentage of silver. The Normans contin- 
ued to strike it with little modification, even keeping the legends in 
Arabic.

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A Collection of Spanish Colonial 8 Escudos 


Almost immediately after the Spanish conquest of Mexico in 1522, 
the conquistadors and the merchants who followed in their foot- 
steps discovered that the full realization of the economic potential 
of their new colony would require more readily available specie 
than Spain itself could supply. More importantly, Spain needed an 
accounting system for the massive amount of bullion coming from 
the New World, and a proper coinage was deemed to be the first 
step in fiscal control. Thus, a request for a mint was finally granted 
by Charles I in 1535, with minting beginning the next year. The 
mint in Mexico City was the first European mint in the Americas. 


Until 1732 in Mexico, and the 1770’s at the other new world mints, 
all of the coinage was on crude flans, called ‘cobs’, which were pro- 
duced by chiseling off sections of silver or gold bar of the proper 
weight. By the 1770's, all of the coins were struck on round flans 
with milled edges in order to prevent edge clipping, a ready temp- 
tation given the nature of the cob flans. The obverse of the gold 8 
escudos depicts the ruling monarch, while the reverse displays the 
Spanish arms within a garter along with the mint’s and assayer’s 
intials. The following is a fine selection of New World gold that 
should entice further interest in the series.

The rich 
kingdom of Kent begins the coinage of the Anglo-Saxons, first with the 
gold issue of Aethelberht (North 1), a Bretwalda who also presided at 
the coming of Christianity to the English. His son Eadbald issued 
thrymsas at Canterbury (North 2). Eorcenberht was the son of Eadbald.

George III issued silver coins in small amounts for most of his reign. As 
a result of this shortage, Spanish colonial silver, which was readily 
available, circulated unofficially. In 1797 the Spanish specie was made 
official by counterstamping them with the bust of George in a small 
oval. In 1804 a second counterstamping was done with a larger bust of 
George in an octagon. During the same year, Spanish 8 reales were over- 
struck to create ‘Bank of England’ dollars. This coin is overstruck on an 
octagon counterstamped 8 reales, most likely of Charles III or IV. The 
octagon is still visible on George’s jaw and cheek. ESC lists this combi- 
nation as R6 (3 or 4 known)!
